WHO COULDNT 
FIND WITNESSES 


HOLDS TWO JOBS 


Frank J. Tricka, Paid 
$165 a Month By 
Dougherty as ‘Outside’ 
Man, Is Real Estate 
Salesman, Too. 


Frank J. Tricka, deputy sheriff 
who reported he could not find 
three key witnesses in the trial 
of a notorious burglar in Hills- 
boro, Mo., last year, works as a 
real estate salesman and draws 
$165 a month from the city treas- 
ury as an “outside” deputy, the 
Post-Dispatch” learned yesterday. 

Records of the Missouri Real Es- 
tate Commission at Jefferson City 
revealed that Tricka is licensed 
as a salesman for Fred J. Schmidt, 
1874 South Twelfth street, who 
was himself a deputy under Sher- 
iff John F. Dougherty until he 
resigned last year to devote his’ 
full time to his real estate busi- 
ness, Tricka’s license hangs on 
the wall of Schmidt's office. 

Meanwhile, another instance of 
dilatory service of subpenas by 
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Sheriff Dougherty’s deputies be- 
came known when the Post-Dis- 
patch learned that a St. Louis 
police officer, key witness in a 
gambling case pending before the 
grand jury for eight months, 
failed to be properly summoned 
on two occasions. 

Writs Not Properly Served. 

Deputy Sheriff Michael J. Hoff- 
man, 1106 Angelrodt street, failed 
twice to properly serve Special 
Officer Albert O. Priest. On one 
occasion Priest received his sub- 
pena four days after a grand jury 
session and on another he was not 
present because the sheriff's depu- 
ties could not find him after he 
had been transferred from duty 
at the North Market Street Dis- 
trict to the special gambling 
squad of Police Capt. Joseph 
Wren. 

Hoffman is a former employe of 
the Hyde Park Club, a gambling 
establishment in Venice, Ill., in 
which Sheriff Dougherty formerly 
owned a two and one half per 
cent interest but disposed of it 
when the Post-Dispatch revealed 
his connection with the club. The 
Angelrodt street address is the 
voting address of Sheriff Dough- 
erty, who resides at 8823 Halls 
Ferry road. 

The dual employment of a num- 
ber of Sheriff Dougherty’s dep- 
uties was disclosed recently, and 
the circuit judges are to take up 
reconsideration of the confirma- 
tion of the appointment of Dep- 
uty Sheriff Thomas D. Whitelaw 
at their regular general term ses- 
sion tomorrow, 

Full-Time Bus Driver. 

Whitelaw is employed as a full- 
time bus driver while being paid 
$165 a month as a deputy sheriff. 
Whitelaw and Sheriff Dougherty 
have been notified they could ap- 
pear or be represented by counsel. 

It has also been disclosed that 
Walter E. Wickell, another dep- 
uty, worked as a real estate and 
insurance salesman, while three 
-other deputies worked part-time 
as bartenders. 

Tricka, who resides at 4326 
Dewey avenue, obtained his real 
estate license Oct. 22, 1945, re- 
newed it in 1946, and renewed it 
again last Dec. 27 for the year 
1947. He was appointed by Sher- 
iff Dougherty on Jan. 1, 1946, and 
approved by the circuit judges 
several weeks later in a general 
term session. 

A spokesman for the Schmidt 
firm said that Tricka came into 
the office “occasionally.” He also

MEXICO CITY, Jan. 25 (UP)— 
A machine-gun burst killed one 
person today in an attempted as- 
sassination of movie star Jorge 
Velez and his wife, the widow 
of Communications Minister 
Maximino Avila Camacho, who’ 
was a brother of former President 


Avila Camacho. 
Teresa Bonfigli de Richardi, sis- 
ter-in-law of the minister’s widow, 
was killed by one of 22 .machine- 
gun slugs which riddled the car 
&elez and his wife were riding 
in to the airport. Velez and his 
wife were wounded and were 
taken to a hospital. 
Velez and his wife, the former 
Barbara Margarita Richardi, were 
to board an airplane for New 
York en route to Rome, where 
they planned to obtain papal per- 
mission for a church wedding. 
They were married last December 
by civil rites. 

$30,000,000 in Bank. 
Persons close to the family said 
that before proceeding to Rome, 
the couple had planned to with- 
draw $30,000,000 from the National 
Trust Bank of New York, which 
had been left to Mrs. Velez by her 
first husband. 
Velez was seriously wounded by 
gunfire several weeks ago when 
he announced his plans to marry 
the widow. Police never discov- 
ered who attempted to assassinate 
him, but it was believed to have 
been persons who opposed the 
marriage, 
The car in which Velez and his 
wife were riding was guarded by 


which screeched to a halt in front 
of the victim’s car escaped after 
the burst of gunfire. Velez al- 
though wounded, fired several 
shots from the pistol he was car- 
rying. 

Velez and his wife were taken 
to the French sanatorium. He suf- 
fered bullet wounds in the right 
hand and neck. His wife was 
wounded in the left arm. They 
were attended by Dr. Gustavo Baz, 
former Minister of Public Health 
under President Avila Camacho. 

‘Can’t ‘Trust the Police.’ 

“Ono can’t trust the police any 
more,” Velez said when he saw 
reporters in the hospital. “This is 
the second attempt against my 
life, ani I can’t be sure of what 
will happen tomorrow.”

After Capone's death, dozens of 
persons, none of them identified, 
were admitted to the estate, which 
is on Palm Island, an artificial 
spot of land dredged up from Bis- 
cayne bay. 

More callers than the villa has 
ever had before were admitted. 
A block-long line of sleek, black 
limousines were parked outside 
while their occupants went in. 

Tourists and the curious also 
flocked to the island as word of 
the death spread. They strolled 
by or stood around, chatting, some 
laughing. 

A hearse pulled through the 
gates and soon afterward bore the 
body of Capone to a funeral home 
on Miami Beach.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25 (AP)— 
Four Republican Senators pro- 
posed legislation tonight to con- 
tinue rent controls for the rest of 
1947 with a 15 per cent rise in 
ceilings. 

Senator Hawkes of New Jersey 
said the bill probably would be 
introduced Monday. He predicted 
it would become the vehicle by 
which Congress would act to con- 
tinue rent controls now due to ex- 
pire Jere 30. -Joining him in 
sponsoring the measure are Sena- 
tors McCarthy of Wisconsin, Cain 
of Washington and Malone of Ne- 


vada. 

The CIO immediately assailed 
the proposal and called on all its 
unions to fight it. 


No Flat Rise, OPA Says. . 


OPA had announced that al- 
though revised regulations made it 
easier for. landlords to increase 
rents in hardship cases, that there 
would be no flat “across-the- 
board” increase. 

OPA predicted that under the 
revised regulations the small prop- 
erty owner would be most likely 
to benefit; The agency said it 
did not know how many of the 
16,000,000 dwelling units under 
rent ceilings would be affected. 

Hawkes said he favored a pro- 
vision by which landlords cpuld 
increase rents up to 15 per cent 
beyond present levels if they of- 
fered tenants a year’s lease. He 
told a reporter, however, that he 
and the other Senators have not 
decidc1 whetner to link the lease 
requirement with the authoriza- 
tion for increasés. 


Ceilings Off New Homes. 


McCarthy announced the Dill 
would remove immediately all ceil- 
ings or new construction or quar- 
ters which had not been rented in 
the previous year. 

“I believe that with a provision 
of this kind we can get a lot of 
people to make available living 
quarters ‘they may have in their 
homes but have hesitated to rent 


-becuuse they didn’t want to both- 


er with the red tape of govern- 
ment controls and having some 22- 
year-old clerk tell them they would 
have to reduce their rent,” he told 
an interviewer, 

He added that he had little 
doubt the removal] of ceilings from 
new houses and apartments would 
boost construction materially and 
eventually tend to level off rents 
when more space became avail- 
able. 

Hawkes and McCarthy said the 
proposed date for ending all rent 
controls had not been determined 
finally but probably would be Dec. 
31, 1947.

Personally, Taft said, he favors 
a continuation of controls with a 
“substantial” increase in rents.

LONDON, Jan, 25 (AP) — The 
International Committee for the 
Study of European Questions 
charged today that a Nazi net- 
work in Germany whose strength 
“is increasing more and more each 
month,” was laying the ground- 
work to recapture power. 


The committee, which includes 
many outstanding British, French, 
Belgian, Danish and Dutch lead- 
ers, said the exhaustive reports of 
trends in Germany was given to 
the prime ministers and foreign 
ministers of the various Allied na- 
tions yesterday. 

“The Nazi party has recovered 
from the first shock of Germany's 
defeat and i: quietly reorganizing 
for a return to power through 
capturing control of the Demo- 
cratic institutions set up by the 
Allies,” the report declared.

Contends American 
Atom Plan Would Not 
Require Revision of 
Charter. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 25 (UP) — 
The United States, while standing 
firmly on its original atomic con- 
trol plan, is exploring ways of 
solving the troublesome issue of 
the “atomic veto” without alter- 
ing the United Nations charter, 
American U.N, delegate Warren 
R. Austin said tonight. 

Austin, said in an address to 
the New York State Bar Associa- 
tion, that the United States still 
insisted that no atomic control 
violator should be protected by a 
veto in the U.N, Security Council. 

He indirectly denied Soviet 
charges that this would mean 
changing the Security Council 
voting provisions in the U.N. 
chartet—the provisions which give 
the Big Five countries the right 
to veto proposed action by the 
council. 

Austin said the means of re- 
moving the threat of veto of 
atomic enforcement “already re- 
side in the charter.” 

The charter, he said, contains 
certain obligations which are “the 
law... definitive and unequivocal.” 
Some of those obligations require

Navy Building 5 Plane Rescue 
Stations Using Under-Water Sound 


NEW LONDON, Conn., jan. 25 
(AP) — The navy’s underwater 
sound laboratory here announced 
today that the development of 


equipment for five SOFAR search 
and rescue stations, utilizing a re- 
cently discovered method of lo- 
cating distressed airplanes at sea, 
had been completed. 

Laboratory officials said the 
work of setting up the stations, 
two in California, two in the Ha- 
wailan islands and one aboard 
the destroyer escort Fieberling, 
was nearing completion, and that 
they probably would be ready for 
operation on an experimental basis 
late in the spring. 

The SOFAR stations were de- 
veloped after Dr. Maurice Ewing 
of Columbia university, working 
for the navy at the Woods Hole 
(Mass.) Oceanographic Labora-

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DETROIT, Jan. 25 (AP)—Chrys- 
ler Corp. today extended its con- 
tract with the CIO United Auto 
Workers, due to expire Sunday, 
for 30 days. 

The extension was mutually 
agreed to, a company announce- 
ment said. It followed the action 
of the CIO in extending its con- 
tract with the United States Steel 
Corp. to April 30. 

Negotiations between Chrysler 
and the UAW began Jan. 16. The 
company statement said “arrange- 
ments have also been made to 
continue negotiations toward re- 
newing this contract.” 

The extension, in effect, virtu- 
ally eliminates the possibility of 
an early strike of major propor- 
tions in the auto industry since 
the union’s contracts with General 
Motors Corp. and the Ford Motor 
Co, have several months to run. 

The announcement by the com- 
pany read; 

“Robert W. Conder, director of 
labor relations of Chrysler Corp. 
and Norman Matthews, Chrysler 
director of the UAW-CIO, an 
nounced today that the contract 
between the company and the 
union which was due to expire 
on Jan. 26, 1947, has been extended 
by mutual agreement for an ad- 
ditional 30 days, 

“Arrangements have also been 
made to continue negotiations to- 
ward renewing this contract, 
which negotiations began on Jan. 
16, 1947.” 

A Chrysler spokesman said there 
would be no elaboration on the 
statement. 

Matthews was asked if the ex- 
tension eliminates the possibility 
of a atrike during the 30-day 
period and replied, “That's right.” 

“It means we are operating un- 
der terms of the old contract,” he 
added. 

Asked if the extension might 
be taken as an indication that 
Chrysler and the UAW-CIO were 
substantially agreed on any points 
at issue, Matthews replied “No 
comment.”

LONDON, Jan. 25 (AP) — The 
Big Four deputy foreign ministers 
finished their second week of 
preparatory work on the peace 
treaties for Germany and Aus 
tria today with just one sentence 
written. 


The exact wording of even this 
sentence was not disclosed. But 
the four-power council had agreed 
it should recognize the re-estab- 
lishment of a free and independ- 
ent Austria, a principal already 
agreed upon by the deputies’ su- 
periors, the Council of Foreign 
Ministers. 


Gen. Mark W. Clark, United 
States representative who takes 
over chairmanship of the council 
nex. week, sarcastically remarked 
that this one-sentence record was 
“a magnificent achievement.” 

He planned a speed-up program 
next week, however, American 
sources said he would set up more 
experts’ :ommittees, divide the 
work, and make a drive to com- 
plete the deputies’ task by the 
time the Foreign Ministers Coun- 
cil meets in Moscow March 10. 
The deputies cancelled the meet- 
ing scheduled for today to hear 
Canada’s views on the German 
treaty when the Canadian gov- 
ernment appeared to be boycotting 
the deliberations. 

The Canadian government said 
it was not ready to present its 
views, and a semi-official Canad- 
ian source declared Canada would 
not do so until assured its rights 
to fuller participation later on 
were not jeopardized. 

The council in answering the 
Canadian demands for such as- 
surances has evaded a_ direct

The Canadian action drew sharp

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Jan. 25

Practices Act. 


Asserting that Dye had served 
as special agent of the board in 
resale of 6385 pieces of property 
at the same time that he was a 
member of the board, Mitchell 
said the Corrupt Practices Act 
provides that it shall be unlawful 
for any supervisor or county com- 
missjoner during his term in elec- 
tive joffice to hold any other of- 
fice |by appointment or election 
of the board of which he is a 
member. 

Furthermore, he said, the act 
states that any such appointment 
or election by the board shall be 
“absolutely null and void.” 

The law provides that a_viola- 
tion is a misdemeanor punfshable 
by imprisonment from one to five 
years, a fine from $200 to $1000, 
or both. Conviction serves to 
make vacant the offender’s office 
and bars the offender from hold- 
ing other office for two years. 

Mitchell announced his intention 
to investigate Dye’s activities aft- 
er the Post-Dispatch provided him 
with information showing. that, 
during the period from Dec, 1 
1944, to May 31, 1946, Dye received 
a total of $2466 from the county 
treasurer in payment for services 
rendered as the board's special 
agent in handling sale of the tax- 
delinquent properties. 

Dye was paid $7 a day for each 
day he worked as special agent, 
plus a mileage allowance, but he 
declined to say how much he had 
received altogether. A check at 
the county treasurer's office dis- 
closed the total. 

Mitchell has estimated that the 
county lost $2,192,637 when the 
6385 pieces of property, obtained 
on bids totaling $1,857,609, were 
sold to individuals for a total of 
$64 494. 

Mitchell has sent a letter to 
Attorney General George F. Bar- 
rett requesting his aid in investi- 
gating the property transactions 
“to remedy this apparent fraud 
on the people of this county and 
state.” The letter has not yet 
reached Barrett, but his office 
at Springfield said the request 
will be given serious GOnsideration. 

One property tax certificate 
which Mitchell says was assigned 
to Alex Dixon, one of the three 
board members, lists the name of 
Miss Dolores Mudick, of Ziegler, 
Tll.. as the original assignee. Miss 
Mudick is 16 years old. Her 
mother, Mrs. Mary Zakovich, told 
the Post-Dispatch the girl in- 
herited a piece of property from 
her father, the late Pete Mudick. 

The property is a _ two-story 
frame building which houses a 
Ziegler tavern. Mrs. Zekovich 
said no one seemed interested in 
buying a certificate on the tax- 
delinquent proyerty until after it 
had been remodeled in the sum- 
mer of 1944. Near the end of that 
year, she said, she received a 
letter from Theodore McGonazgil, 
manager ef a Ziegler general 
store, informing her he had pur- 
chased a tax certificate on the 
property and would sell it for 
$286. 

County records show the County 
bid in the property in October 
1944 for more than the $1700 
amount of delinquency. The coun- 
ty treasurer’s office produced rec- 
ords to show the property was one 
of six pieces which went to Dixon. 

Dixon paid only $200 for the six 
pieces, and his name is the only 
one which appears on the receipt 
in the treasurer's office. Records 
in the county clerk’s office show 
the gir) surrendered the cerificate 
on April 17, 1946. Her name ap- 
pears on the tax certificate as 
the original assignee to whom Dye 
transferred the property after 
having purchased it for the coun- 
ty, but the girl's mother stated 
that at no time had the family 
discussed the certificate purchase 
with Dye. 

The girl's mother said the cer- 
tificate was bought for $150 from 
McGonagil, and Dye did not enter 
into the transaction at all,

CTY ASKS FOR BUSSES 
ON MANCHESTER AVE 


Removing Streetcar Line 
Would Eliminate Traffic 
Hazard, Meyers Says. 


The city has asked the St. Louis 
Public Service Co. to replace 
streetcars on the Manchester line 
with busses, Director of Streets 
and Sewers Arthur C. Meyers dis- 
closed yesterday. 

The purpose is to eliminate a 
serious traffic hazard along Man- 
chester avenue west of Kingshigh- 
way and to permit the widening 
and resurfacing of Chouteau and 
Manchester avenues to provide a 
main traffic artery from Third 
street to the city limits, Meyers 
said. 

The proposal replaces one made 
earlier by the city which asked 
the company to move its streetcar 
tracks west of Kingshighway to 
the center of Manchester avenue. 
The tracks are now on the south 
side of the street from Kingshigh- 
way to Maplewood. This consti- 
tutes a serious traffic problem, 
Meyers stated. 

Moving of the tracks, however, 
would be a costly change, Meyers 
pointed out. He said he now had 
reached the conclusion that the 
best solution would be to substi- 
tute a bus line for the present 
Manchester line. e 

He suggested that the company, 
if it decides to abandon the car 
line in favor of a bus line, should 
pay for resurfacing of the car 
track area under the same for- 
mula with which it now pays for 
resurfacing when it abandons 
lines. 

This payment by the company 
plus $125,000 in bond funds for 
the improvement of Manchester 
avenue west of Kingshighway and 
$150,000 in funds for the widening 
of Chouteau avenue from Third 
street to Thirty-ninth street would 
be sufficient to provide for de- 
velopment of a well-paved, wide 
thoroughfare from the riverfront 
to the western city limits, Meyers 
said. The total length of the im- 
proved thoroughfare would be al- 
most seven miles. 

Chouteau avenue from the river- 
front to the viaduct at Thirty- 
ninth street will be widened by 
about eight feet to a width of 64 
feet, Meyers said. This can be 
made a modern thoroughfare by 
setting back curbs four feet on 
each side, removing the tracks 
and repaving the entire surface. 

From the western end of the 
viaduct, which is now being re- 
paired, the thoroughfare would 
follow Manchester instead of 
Chouteau. Manchester is suffi- 
ciently wide to carry the expected 
traffic load, Meyer stated, and 
needs only the removal of the 
tracks and resurfacing. 

John L. Wilson, president of the 
Public Service Co., told Meyers 
that the proposal has considerable 
merit and that the company 
would study it and give the city 
an answer within a few weeks.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25 (AP)—

to outlaw them.

\Judiciary subcommittee as _ it 


meared the end of hearings 
started Jan. 15. Chairman Forrest 
Donnell (Rep.), Missouri, sched- 
uled another session Monday but 
said “the end is in sight” and a 
report to the full committee will 
be expedited with the “utmost 
care and thought.” 

O’Daniel said the suits “are just 
plain legalized hijacking” and the 
CIO is “using them as a club” 
over industry in contract negotia- 
tions. 

O’Daniel warned however, that 
Congress might add to the un- 
certainty by a protracted court 
fight if it attempted to outlaw the 
claims by retroactive legislation 
which has been urged by industry 
witnesses. 

Urges Own Bills. 

Noting a disagreement among 
attorneys over constitutionality of 
such ‘a step, O’Daniel urged in- 
stead his. own bills which would 
bar all such suits in the future, 
tax at 100 per cent all sums re- 
covered under present suits, and 
restore the money to the employer. 

Workers never expected to re- 
ceive the money anyway, O’Daniel 
said, or they “would have been 
demanding it all these years. It is 
entirely pennies from heaven, just 
dumped into their laps.” 

O’Daniel asked the subcommit- 
tee to write a definition of pro- 
ductive work to offset a ruling 
the Supreme Court from which the 
suits resulted. The court included 
non-productive time controlled by 
the employer in work-for-pay un- 
der the wage-hour act, 

O’Daniel asserted his amend- 


ever intended to include in work 
time. 

“But this bunch of New Deal 
lawyers who are on the Supreme 
Court apparently had other ideas,” 
he asserted. Its decision, he add- 
ed, “opened up the flood gates for 
these damage suit lawyers and hi- 
jacking labor racketeers to file 
these suits.” 

O’Daniel’s tax proposal, which is 
before the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee, would “take all the profit 
out of filing suits.” he contended. 


Labor Front Peaceful. 

A growing prospect of continu- 
ing labor peace contributed to- 
night to the likelihood that Con- 
gress will pass no general labor 
bill until April or even May. 

Contract extensions by CIO 
unions and the UV. 8S. Steel cor- 
poration and the Chrysler Cor- 
poration virtually eliminated the 
possibility of immediate strikes in 
those two industries, and removed 
some of the urgency from Con- 
gressional deliberations, 

The House and Senate differ on 
how the labor laws should be re- 
vised and the task of writing labor 
legislation seems to grow more 
complex as more bills are intro- 
duced. ’ 

Any new strike wave would prod 
Congress, but the comparative 
&trike peace now is a pointed con- 
trast to the situation a year ago. 
Then more than a million work- 
ers were idle in the steel, auto 
and electrical industries. 

A new plea to Congress against

labor legislation” came from AFL 
President William Green. He

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MANY LINES SHOW 
PRICE DROP; SALES 


Futures Market on Some 
Foods Down—No Sign 
of Sweeping Decline— 


Metals Up. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 25 (AP)— 
Many price declines. were recu>=2d 
across the country this week, and 
promises of more to come sounded 
like good news for consumers. 

Decreases in wholesale line for 
the most part have outstripped 
retail drops. Once these are trans- 
lated at the retail level the value 
of the housewives dollars automa- 
tically will rise, 

The Associated Press index of 
35 wholesale commodities showed 
the greatest aggregate drop in the 
last two weeks of any similar per- 
iod since before 1935, with one ex- 
ception. This came in a single 
two-week span last summer when 
prices were fluctuating widely be- 
tween the lapse of OPA and its 


restoration. 

One prominent economist pre- 
dicted this week a further drop of 
25 per cent in food prices during 
the next 12 months. Another fore- 
saw “50-cent butter.” 

Significantly, a drop in national 
retail sales for the first time since 
early last October was reported 
for the week ended last Wednes- 
day by one business research 
group. 

Drop in Futures Market. 


Even more convincing evidence 
of coming price decreases in some 
food line came from the futures 
market, where traders contract 
now for commodities for delivery 
at a future date. 

At the close of today’s markets 
in Chicago, you could buy butter 
for June delivery for 52.75 cents 
a pound, Wheat for September 
delivery was a shade above $1.74 
a bushel as against today’s $2.19 
cash spot price, and September 
oats were quoted at less than 59 
cents a bushel compared with to- 
day's 81 cents. 

During the present week, de- 
clines were recorded in the cot- 
ton, grain, livestock and butter 
markets. Cattle prices were the 
lowést since OPA ceilings were 
removed Oct. 15. In New York, 
wholesale butter dropped another 
6 cents a pound on top of last 
week’s decrease of nearly 10 
cents. Retail butter prices gen- 
erally followed suit. Top grade 
butter could be purchased here 
for 63 cents a pound today. This 
was approximately the old OPA 
ceiling and represented a drop 
of 26 cents since Dec. 26. 

No Indication of Collapse. 

None of these drops, or others, 
could be taken as any indication 
that the high general price struc- 
ture was crumbling and might 
fall down, Prices on some items 
obviously were due to rise even 
higher, including probably wom- 
en’s apparel. Steel and other metal 
prices were up and hard goods 
made from them frequently re- 
flected these increases, Many pro- 
ducers and retailers found it 
necessary to increase prices be- 
cause of the 17.5 per cent boost 
in freight rates. 

Even in the processed food lines, 
Paul 8S. Willis, president of the 
Grocery Manufacturers of Ameri- 
ca, said in a statement today that 
‘Many consumers were getting a 
false idea, 

“Actually, he said, “surpluses 
exist mainly on citrus juices, car- 
rots, beets, low-grade peas and 
apricots, for which there is a 
suddenly lessened consumer de- 
mand.

Percy Wallace Hill of St. Louis, 
a railway mail clerk for 36 years, 
was beaten to death with a brick 
by an unidentified assailant early 
yesterday a short distance from 
the brightly-lighted entrance to 
the Union Station in Little Rock, 
Ark. 

Chief of Detectives C. O. Fink 
told the Post-Dispatch no wit- 
nesses had been found and there 
were no clues. In Hill's pockets 
police found 89 cents. 

His wife said he usually car 
ried about $5 in his wallet, There 
was no currency in the wallet 
when it was examined by police, 
but Chief Fink said Hill probably 
had spent $5 for his meals and 
incidental expenses in Little Rock. 
Hill had been struck over the 
left temple and left eye With a 
brick, which was found nearby, 
It was blood-stained. A passer- 
by found Hill in a pool of blood 
about 1 a.m. on Missouri Pacific 


TWO CHILDREN BURNED 
10. DEATH IN. HOME 


Boy, 2, Another 7 Months 
Old Lose Lives in Fire at 
Venice, Il. 


Two Negro children were burned 
to death yesterday in a fire which 
destroyed their home on South 
Fourth street, Venice, one block 
north of the St. Clair county line. 

The dead were Sweaful Banks 
Jr., 2 years old, and Larry Banks, 
7 months old, the children of Mr. 
and Mrs. Sweaful Banks, 

Jack Matthews, Negro laborer 
of 410 Weaver street, Venice, told 
police he was unloading dirt from 
a truck near the Banks home 
when he saw the four-room frame 
structure burst into flames, Mat- 
thews said he called to a passer- 
by to notify the fire department. 

The children’s father returned 
home just as the blaze started. 
A cloud of smoke burst from the 
front door as he opened it and he 
rushed inside. Bdadhks said he 
picked up two older children, Pa- 
tricia, 5, and Shirley 4, and tried 
to pick up Sweaful Jr. but the 
boy squirmed from his grasp. After 
taking the two _ girls outside, 
Banks attempted to return but

A trail of blood led to the spot 
where Hill was found, indicating 
that he had been dragged or had 
crawled several feet after ‘the at- 
tack, police said.

Hill was to report for work at 
1:30 o'clock. He left his room in 
the Terminal Hotel, across the 
street from the station, shortly 
before 1 o’clock.

Hill, he lived at 7109 Ellendale 
place. He was 57 years old and 
had been on the same run, be 
tween St. Louis and Little Rock, 
almost since he began working 
for the Railway Mail Service.

cate of the roaring 1920s, in a 
spectacular rise to power behind 
the guns of his henchmen. 


Capone was born in Naples, 
Italy, Jan. 17, 1899, one of six 
children, five of them boys. The 
entire family migrated to New 
York soon after Al was born. 

There he went as far as fourth 
grade in public schools, He roamed 
the Brooklyn ghetto with a tough 
gang—the Five Points gang it 
came to be known later. * He 
worked as bouncer in a saloon, 
and some time in those days he 
was slashed viciously by a knife 
across his face, 

He had three scars, hence his 
nickname, Scarface. The longest 
extended along the right side of 
his face from his chin to the cor- 
ner of his eye. 

Went to Chicago In 1920. 

Early in 1920, Capone’s infamous 
destiny took shape when Big Jim 
Colosimo, south side vice boss in 
Chicago, grew wary. Colosimo had 
one bodyguard, known as Johnny 
Torrio. Big Jim asked Frankie 
Uale of New York for another. 
Uale sent Capone. 

He and Torrio tended bar in 
Colosimo’s joint and ostensibly 
protected their boss from under- 
world enemies. 

No one wWas surprised when, 
after Colosimo was rubbed out in 
the first of the Chicago gangland 


| ple process of terrorizing the city 


Loop. Torrio moved into the in- 
dustrial suburbs farther out. 

Capone moved his brothers and 
sister to Chicago and married. 

He tangled with the Chicago po- 
lice often. When he first was ar- 
rested, for drunken driving and 
carrying concealed weapons, he 
displayed a special deputy sher- 
iff’s badge—diready he had dipped 
into the political life of the city 
and the country. 

The drunken driving charge 
didn’t hold. Neither did others. 

135 Murders in 3% Years. 

Capone and. Torrio established 
thousands of speakeasies through- 
out the South Side, They ruled it 
with an iron hand, and those who 
disputed their word vanished, or 
were found dead, riddled with bul- 
lets. In three and one-half years, 
135 gang murders were attributed 
to the Capone-Torrio gang. 

But the South Side wasn't 
enough for these two men, nor 
was the $100,000 a month profit 
they were taking in. They moved 
west, into the suburb of Cicero, in 
1924. ‘ 

There they found an unfavor- 
able political administration, So 
they put in their own by the sim- 


an election day. Capone’s candi- 
dates won the election, and there- 
after Cicero was known as Ca- 
pone’s headquarters. 

Federal agents later estimated 
that Capone anfi Torrio were tak- 
ing in close to $100,000 a week. 

Takes New Territory. 

Next, Capone turned to the 
north side of Chicago. Dion O’Ban- 
ion, an Irish florist and bootlegger, 
was shot to death and Capone 
moved into the O’Banion baili- 
wick. 

But the North Side gang would 
not give in without a bitter, bloody 
fight to the finish. The three 
Genna brothers declared an all-out 
wee on Capone and Torrio and 
guns flashed and men died until 
1929. More than 500 gang murders 
were committed in that period. 

Capone was a frequent target of 
his enemies. He escaped un- 
scathed, but he took elaborate pre- 
cautions, He went out only when 
surrounded by bodyguards. Cars 
crammed with his henchmen pre- 
ceded and followed him when he 
rode through the streets in a 
seven-ton armor-platéd limousine 
equipped with bullet-proof glass. 

The warfare became so brutal 
that Torrio gave up and left the 
city in 1925. Scarface Al Capone 
was the supreme power in the 
Chicago underworld, | 

One by one, his competitors were 
eliminated with machine-gun bul- 
lets as he consolidated that power. 
The Genna brothers died within 
two months, all killed, Angelo was 
shot to death May 25, 1925; Mike 
on June 13, and Antonio July 8 of 
the same year.

May 4, 1932, Scarface Al entered 
Atlanta penitentiary. Two years 
later he was transferred to Al- 
catraz. There he was involved in 
numerous fist fights with other 
prisoners and in June 1936 he 
was stabbed by James Lucas, a 
Texas bank robber. 
On Dec. 15, 1938, prison author- 
ities announced that Capone was 
a mental patient and in need of 
treatment. He supposedly was a 
victim of paresis. 
He was transferred to Terminal 
Island federal penitentiary at Los 
Angeles Jan. 17, 1939, to serve the 
county jail part of his sentence. 
Nov. 16, that year, he was released 
from federal’ custody at Lewis 
burg. 
Relatives took him to the hos 
pital at Baltimore, and later, to 
Miami. The remnants of his gang, 
which had dwindled through other 
murders and convictions, still op- 
erated in Chicago, but to a much 
less extent.

TODAY AT ALLIS PLANT 


Both Rival Unions Plan to 
Continue Fight if 
They Lose. 


MILWAUKEE, Jan. 25 (UP)— 
Industrial strife today appeared 


certain to continue at the Allis- 
Chalmers farm equipment plant 


despite a bargaining election to- 
morrow in which workers will 
chose which of two unions shall 
represent them. 

Spokesmen for the rival unions 
said today that if their organiza- 
tions lost the elections they would 
carry on the fight, attempting to 
win new members so as to even- 
tually gain sole bargaining rights 
at Wisconsin’s biggest industrial 
works. 

Walter E. Petersen, president of 
the Independent Workers’ Union 
attempting to wrest control from 
the striking CIO United Auto 
Workers, said his group “would 
never give up.” 

“If we lose the election, we will 
still keep our union intact,” he 
said. “In that case we would 


merely open a big organizational 
drive to gain enough members 
and votes to win an election when 
the contract is open again.” 


Spokesman for the UAW, which 
has been on strike since April 30, 
1946, said that if the striking local 
lost tomorrow it “will carry on the 
fight by attempting to invalidate 
the election in federal courts.” 

The new bargaining election at 
the plant was ordered by the Wis- 
consin Employment ' § Relations 
Board Dec. 28, after the independ- 
ent union claimed a majority of 
the production workers as mem- 
bers. The board issued its order 
despite the fact that the UAW 
was certified as sole bargaining 
agent in 1938 by the 


Labor Relations Board and the 
certification was still in effect. 
UAW attorneys said they prob- 


|ably would appeal the board’s or- 


der to the NLRB if the union lost 
tomorrow. They also pointed out 
that several cases aré now before 
the United States Supreme Court 
for a ruling on whether state 
labor boards can supersede orders 
of the NLRB. 

About 9000 of the 11,500 workers 
who originally struck against the 
plant are expected to vote in to- 
morrow’s election. About 4500 of 
them have returned to work at 
the plant, according to company 
records. The new union was or- 
ganized after the back-to-work 
movement started and claims most

WASHINGTON, Jan. 2 (UP)— 
Democratic government is endan- 
gered by “the degenerating influ- 
ence” of radio and the movies and 
by the failure of church, schools 
and Government to make greater 
contributions to its preservation, 
Mrs. Eugene Meyer said today. 

Mrs. Meyer is an investigator 
and writer on social problems and 
wife of the publisher of the Wash- 
ington Post. 

“Hollywood shows a readiness to 
sell the nation’s welfare down the 
river if only it can make money,” 
she said. “Many of our film pro- 
ducers are on a par with dope 


ers. 
Communism and socialism are 
“on the march,” Mrs. Meyer said, 
and the preservation of family life 
and democratic living is the key 
to all freedom. The mother, she 

said, ig the crux of family life. 
“The home contends with five 
major difficulties,” she said, “our 


neglect of our schools, the loss of 
seme a by the churches, an acute 
ng shortage, inadequate 

health provisions and the degen- 
erating influence of the radio and 

ms. 

Radio's Effort to Compensate. 

Mrs. Meyer told the twenty-first 
Women's Patriotic Conference on 
National Defense that “on the 
whole” radio makes more effort 
than the motion pictures to com- 
pensate for themes of gangster 
ism, sex and sadistic violence with 
good music, lectures and plays. 
She said, however, that in some 
respects it is the “greater Menace” 
because it enters the home. 

Hollywood could make a valt- 
able contribution to cultural prog- 
ress, Mrs. Meyer said if it would 
handle “The social tragedies of to- 
day as, for instance, Ibsen and 
Shaw did for previous eras.” 

Hollywood and its producers, 
however, “take advantage of hu- 
manity’s lowest instincts for the 
pu of making money.” 

“In fact, Hollywood is now go- 
ing to invade the dope peddler’s 
business,” she said, “The leading 


producers have just modified their 
code férbidding narcotic themes.” 
This, Mrs. Meyer said, would 
make Hollywood the “allies in- 
stead of the rivals of the narcotic 
trade.” 
Churches’ Loss of Prestige. 
As for the loss of prestige by 
the churches, Mrs. Meyer said that 
“most thoughtful educators and 
social workers” wished that the 
churches “would develop a deeper 
conviction of their own mission.” 
“Unfortunately,” she said, “the 
established churches are so pre- 
occupied with material possessions 
that it is precisely in the poorest 
agricultural and urban areas, 
where emotional and spirital se- 
curity are most needed, that their 
influence is least felt.” 


School systems must be strength- 
ened and expanded without delay, 
Mrs. Meyer said, because’ the 
school must compensate the fam- 
ily for the “weakness of the so- 
cial structure,” 

She said that whless public 
housing programs for the lowest 
income groups are encouraged, 
“a good third” of the people will 
lose respect for pnivate property 
and “grasp any panacea which 
holds out the promise of a better 
life.” 

She recommended that a cabi- 
net department of health, educa- 
tion and security be set up to aid 
the states in their health pro- 
grams. 

Women “Confused, Unhappy.” 

Women have never been more 
“confused, unhappy and insecure” 
Mrs. Meyer said. The divorce rate

Legislative Committees to Start Investiga- 


tions Donnelly Urge

din Training Schools 
1 Hospitals.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 25— 
Simultaneous legislative studies of 
deplorable conditions in state in- 
stitutions for the care of juvenile 
delinquents and unsatisfactory 
conditions in the state mental hos- 
pitals will be started next week by 
special committees of the Senate 
and House of RepresentAtives. 

The problem, recognized as one 
of the most important in admin- 


istrative affairs of the state, is 
being approached in a spirit of 
complete ‘co-operation by Gov. 
Donnelly and the Republican lead- 
ers in the Legislature. 

Attention was directed to it by 
the Governor in his biennial mes- 
s.ge to the Legislature Jan. 8, 
and the Republican chiefs in the 
vwo houses immediately began 
laying plans to put his recommen- 
dations in effect. The Senate 
committee is headed by Senator 
Robert H. Linneman of 5B8t. 
Charlies, chairman of the regular 
Senate Committee on Corrections, 
Penal Institutions and Training 
Schools, and the House committee 
by Representative Douglas Mahn- 
key of Forsyth, who established 
an unusually good record in the 
last session in his thorough han- 
dling of local government legisla- 
tion. 

Scope of Surveys. 

The surveys will include studies 
of the physical property and the 
laws under which the institutions 
are conducted with a view to pro- 
viding funds for adequate physical 
plant and to supplant antiquated 
systems of management with re- 
vised methods. 

A particularly deplorable condi- 
tion has existed at the Training 
School for Boys at Boonville for 
many years. It has been described 
many times as “a school to train 
criminals,” and there has been 
little that the management, operat- 
ing under restrictive laws, has 
been able to do to correct the situ- 
ation. The institution houses chil- 
dren and youths ranging in age

Federal District.

RIO DE JANEIRO, Jan. 25 
(AP)—Three Communists were 
assured of seats today on the 50- 
member city council in Rio de 
Janeiro and a Communist plural- 
ity on the council appeared likely 
as local returns from Sunday’s 
election continued to put them 
far ahead of all opposition, 


Only a few months ago a Com- 
munist mass meeting was ma- 
chine-gunned in Rio de Janeiro by 
Government police, whose chief 
on the eve of the election called 
the Communists an illegal party. 

Latest returns in the race for 
the Council which governs the 
federal district of Rio de Janeiro 
gave the Communists 28,792 votes, 
the National Social Democrats, the 
“loyal opposition,” 23,983, the La- 
borites 22,357 and the administra- 
tion 15,735. About 500,000 votes 
were believed cast in the elec 
tion.: 

The Communists ran up the sur- 
prising total after campaigning 
vigorously on a platform promis- 
ing to fight inflation, and. provide 
more jobs, food and medicine for 
the people. They were denounced, 
by the. Catholic church and Presi- 
dent Burico Gaspar Dutra, but 
met. with indifferent opposition 
from the administration and oppo- 
sition parties. 

Among the well-known Commu- 
nist candidates for aldermen were 
Aparico Torello, known as the 
Baron Itarare, Luis Calazanas, a 
radio comedian, and Eugenia Al 
varo Moreyara, a poet.- 

The Communists campaigned 
for 20 places on the council, They 
were expected to benefit from a 
system which calls for the award 
to the leading party of the extra 
votes of parties too small to elect 
a single alderman. The sygtem, 
worked out by the two tradifional 
parties, had been condemned by 
the Communists as undemocratic. 

The Communists still were lead- 
ing also in fturns from several 
state and governorship races out- 
side Rio de Janeiro.

SPY TRIAL FOR WOMAN 


FRIEND OF MUSSOLINL 


Former Darling of Paris Lit- 
erary Set Accused of Aid- @ 
ing Nazis. 


BORDEAUX, France, Jan. 2 
(AP)—Madelein Corabouef, who 
once had a love affair with “My 
Benito” Mussolini and shot a 
French Ambassador whom she 
blamed for breaking up fhe ro- 
mance, will go on trial Wednesday 
as a spy for the Nazis. 

The once-beautiful darling of 
the prewar Paris literary and 
theatrical world now is 37 years 
old and has become so ,nervous 
that doctors have been giving her 
sedatives. 

The daughter and granddaugh- 
ter of French artists, Miss Cora- 
bouef was married at 17, divorced 
two years later, and then became 
a newspaper woman who called 
herself Magda de Fontanges.

In 1936 she went to Italy to 
help “celebrate the Fascists era”

Amendments to modernize the® 
sanitary milk control ordinance ff 
will be proposed to the Board of 


Aldermen at the beginning of its 

next session in April, Health 
Commissioner Joseph F. Bredeck 
said yesterday. 

The milk control ordinance 
when adopted by the Board of 
Aldermen in December, 1936, was 
the standard milk control measure 
advocated by the United States 
Public Health Service. The amend- 
ments which Dr. Bredeck will 
propose are minor in nature, he 
said, and are for the purpose of 
keeping the St. Louis ordinance 
in line with the latest version of 
the Public Health Service’s uni- 
form Measure. 

The chief change will be a re- 
quirement that additional caps be 
placed over the lips of milk 
bottles, the Health Commissioner 
explained, Several dairies in St. 
Louis have been doing this on 
their premium bottle milk. 

The present ordinance raised 
the requirements as to the quality 
of milk and the conditions of 
production and distribution. . The 
ordinance was the first in any 
large city which permitted the de- 
grading of a distributor’s product 
for violation of sanitary regula- 
tions. It has remained unchanged 
since, except for a brief period in 
1943, when the Board of Aldermen 
attempted during a milk shortage 
to permit dairies to avoid print- 
ing the date of pasteurization on 
bottle caps. 

A bill permitting this became 
known as “the secret milk code” 
and was repealed within a few 
i weeks after public protest led 
Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann to call 
a special session of the Board of

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Modern Pupils’ Arithmetic Excels 
That of Youngsters 100 Years Ago 


Comparison of Old and New Tests-Shows 
Present Day Students Are Not So’ 
Good in Spelling. 


The great-great grandparents of 
the present ninth grade class at 
Cleveland High School could spell 
a very little better than the pupils 
of today — and their arithmetic 
was considerably worse. 

This is one possible conclusion 
to be drawn from the results of a 
survey completed last week by 
Euris J. Jackson, now assistant 
principal at Southwest High 
School. Jackson, until recently at 
Cleveland, found a test of 20 
words in spelling and eight prob- 
lems in arithmetic which had been 
given to a group of ninth grade 
pupils in the Springfield, Mass., 
_ schools in 1846. He gave the same 
test to 275 pupils in the same 
grade at Cleveland High School. 


Spelling words were pretty diffi- 
cult, including such puzzlers as 
“imbecility,” “chirography,” “eva- 
nescent” and “feignedly.” Even 
100 years ago the average score 


believe it is quite encouraging 
that the Average score of the pu- 
pils 100 years ago, on the arith- 
metic test, was 29.4 per cent, and 
of the Cleveland pupils, 43.6 per 
cent—anh improvement of 48.5 per 
cent. 

“Actually, it is my opinion that 
modern pupils are superior both 
in spelling and in arithmetic, if 
ordinary spelling words. and prob- 
lems would be used. This should 
be an answer to those who are 
fond of criticizing modern schools 
on the ground that they do not 
teach the fuMlamentals.” 


Jackson added that the record 
of the Cleveland pupils was all the 
More remarkable because modern 
public schoo] ninth grades include 
all levels of intelligence, nearly, 
while 100 years ago the process of [— 
selection already would have 
weeded out dullards in the lower 
grades.

VARIABLE PITCH 
PROPELLORS ON 
NEW AUTO BARGE 


A new type of automobile barge, 
built in three sections and pow- 
ered by Diesel engines with con- 
trollabe; pitch propellers, was ex- 
hibited here today on the Missis- 


sippi River. 

The barge was built by the St. 
Louis Shipbuilding and Steel Co. 
for Commercial Barge Lines, Inc., 
of Detroit. It is one of two which 
will be used on the Ohio and Ten- 
nessee rivers to carry automobiles 
between assembly plants at Ev- 
ansville, Ind, and a highway 
junction at Guntersville, Ala., a 
distance of about 500 miles. 
Each of the 525-foot vessels has 
three separate 175-foot units tight- 
ly joined with cables. The front 
two sections carry cargo, the rear 
section contains the power unit, 
pilot house and crew accommo- 
ions, 

Depending on load _require- 
ments, either two or all three 
units may be used. Three units 
carry 600 automobiles and 498 
long tons of freight. Each unit, 
whose beam at the waterline is 
35 feet and at the deck 45 feet, 
draws 5% feet of water. 

The controllable pitch propellers 
give the vessels great maneuver- 
ability and permit backing with- 
out throttling down the engines, 
a spokesman for General Motors 
Corp.’s Diesel Engine Division, | 
said. 
Trial runs indicate that the ves- | 
sel has a top speed of 14.5 miles 
an hour. Loading and unloading 
the vessels with dock barges that 
are equipped with ramps reduces 
loading time from about 24 to four

Ineligible 


DURHAM, N.C., Jan. 25 (AP)— 
Five Evangeline League players 
were placed on baseball's ineligible 
list today by Judge W. G. Bram- 
ham following an investigation of 
alleged irregularities in the 
league's post-season series  be- 
tween Houma, La., and Abbeville, 
La. 

The players were manager Paul 
Fugit, Alvin W. Kaiser, Leonard 
Pecou and W. C. Thomas of Hou 


ma and Don Vetore!l of Abbeville. 

Judge Bramham said today’s ac 
tion was not complete and that he 
was turning the case- over to 
George Trautman, incoming presi- 
dent of the National] Association 
(minor leagues). 

The judge said an investigation 
revealed that some players had 
been approached by gamblers with 
“propositions” and the failure of 
such players to inform league and 
club officials was “reprehensible 
conduct.” 

The original charges were made 
at a meeting of the league in 
Baton Rouge Oct. 24. At that 
time, I. N. Goldberg, owner of the 

Abbeville Club, said the charges 
included conspiragy to. “throw” 
games, 

“Cafied upon to find as a fact 
that a game of baseball has been 
thrown in the absence of confes- 
sions or most positive proof is a 
precarious assignment,” Bram- 
ham’s decision read. “In this in- 
vestigation there are positive alle- 
gations and circumstantial evi- 
dence to support them. On the 
other hand, each of the players 
enters a vigorous denial. There is 
sufficient other conduct detri- 
mental to baseball established by 
the record to justify the decision 
now rendered.” 

The “other conduct,” Bramham 
said, included association with 
known gamblers, betting on horse 
races and other practices detri- 
mental to the interests of the 
game. 

“This decision does not purport 
to be complete,” Bramham warned. 
“There are other parties connect- 
ed with the Evangeline League 
clubs, testimony concerning which 
has been revealed in my exami- 
nation of recent witnesses. 

“Due to my immediate dissocia- 
tion with the game as an execu- 
tive it is necessary, and I shall 
pass on to my successor and the 
executive committee all reports 
and testimony taken before me 
to enable them to go forward with 
* this investigation as to such par- 
ties, and, if called upon, to review 
this decision. To enable them to 
do so with as little delay and as 
thoroughly as possible, I am ad- 
dressing a communication to them 
directing their attenion to the al- 
legations to whic! it would seem 
their efforts should be directed.” 

The post-season series was won 
by Houma, four games to one. 

When the charges were an- 
mounced last October, J. Walter 
Morris, league president, said 
that Bramham’'s office had con- 
ducted two investigations of the 
league, one during the regular 
season and one during the title 
playoff. 

Today’s announcement made no 
mention of a regular season in- 
vestigation. 

Morris said Bramham told him 
that “a number of players in the 
league were. associating too much

“This would prevent any indi- 
viduals in the division from in- 
sisting that integration of their 
work into the division as a whole 
was impossible because a sepa- 
rate appropriation was provided 
for the collection of the tax with 
which they were concerned.” 

In consolidating the tax collec- 
tion agencies into one department 
of revenue, the Constitutional Con- 
vention contemplated a saving of 
at least $500,000 a year in collec- 
tion costs. It was expected that 
there would be a marked reduc- 
tion in personnel in that the same 
employes could be used in the col- 
lection of all taxes. 

_ Administrative Machinery. 

The Legislature; setting up the 
administrative machinery for the 
department in 1946, passed a Dill 
difficult of efficient administra- 
tion. Most of the legislators were 
not in full sympathy with the aims 
of the framers of the Constitution, 
and political considerations had 
an important-> part in preparing 
the legislation.

In addition the department is 
charged with the collection of the

Twenty persons were injured in 
today’s clashes with police i 
Lahore, 
The number of arrests since the 
Government announced its détt- 
sion yesterday mounted to more 
than 120 in Lahore. Among those 
taken into custody were Shiek 
Sadiq Hassan, temporary head of 
the Punjab League, and 16 mem- 
bers of the legislative assembly. 
Sadiq Hassan took over as league 
leader only yesterday when the 
president was arrested. 

Women Shout “Pakistan.” 

The women were shouting “Pak- 
istan,” the name given the sep- 
arate Indian nation sought by the 
league, and crying out against the 
Punjab ministry when the police 
fired a barrage of tear gas. Four 
girl demonstrators were removed 
to a hospital for treatment and 
three others were taken into cUs- 
tody, including the daughter -of 
Begum Shah Nawaz, woman lead- 
er arrested yesterday. 

The arrest of Sadiq Hassan and 
the legislative members occurred 
after a party caucus. Police said 
the legislators marched out in the 
streets shouting political slogans 
in defiance of a safety ordinance. 
They were taken into custody on 
a mall in the center of the city. 

Large crowds collected immedi- 
ately and police fired tear gas to 
disperse them, The legislators in- 
cluded the deputy chief whip of 
the Moslem League. 

Later the crowds reassembled in 
historic Moghul square in down- 
town Lahore and police used both 
batons and tear gas against them, 

Brickbats were hurled at police 
from housetops and several in the 


charge. 


Lahore’s main shopping area. 
Guard Is Defended. 

In Delhi, Siddiq Ali Khan de 
clared it was a “mischievous lie” 
to say that the Moslem National 
Guard was a “communal army.” 
The Punjab Government said the 
guard had been declared illegal to 
prevent expansion of “private com- 
munal armies: which would be 
harmful to the peaceful position of 
the country.” 

The commander said that the 
“aims and objects of the organiza- 
tion are to work for attainment of 
aims and objects of the All-India 
Moslem League, to discipline the 
Moslems and train them in all 
spheres of life, and to foster the 
spirit of service and sacrifice.”

Pruning Time 
Here for Fruit 


Trees, Shrubs 


Any day now, when the _ tem- 
a rature isn’t twig-snapping cold, 

*th professional and amateur 
landscapers will be busy with the 
winter pruning of fruit and shade 
trees and shrubbery. 

The Municipal forestry crews 
got the job started in Forest Park 
a little more than a week ago. 
The work is expected to get under 
way shortly in Shaw’s Garden, 
and it’s time, if the householder 
‘hasn’t started it, to get under 
way with the business. 

Pruning when the temperature 
tips toward the zero mark is to 
be avoided, however, warns Rob- 
ert B. Clark, the Missouri Botani- 
cal Garden’g tree man, for severe 
cold will cause checking and split- 
ting of the wounded branches or 
canes, and prevent proper healing. 

Clark also points out that prun- 
ing is not to be confused with 
shearing. Shearing is done for 
production of ornamental effects, 
primarily on hedges, and is not in 
order at this time of year. 

Cause Trouble. 

Also to be avoided now is prun- 
ing of birches, maples, mulberries 
and Japanese walnuts. These, in 
the vicinity of St. Louis, should be 
pruned about March 18 to April 
18, Clark says. 

Pruning at the wrong time, often 
results in severe bleeding which 
may develop into a chfonic con- 
dition involving brown or slimy 
flux, a thing almost impossible 
to control, 

Brown .flux, from the heartwood 
of a tree, is forced out by posi- 
tive pressure, and the most effec- 
tive mechanical means. experts 
have found to control it is in- 
sertion of a small tube to drain 
excess sap from the heartwood, 

Even this, Clark says, is not 
fully effective, nor are normal 
wound dressings. Clark and other 
experts have found that the con- 
dition usually occurs in a tree not 
at full vigor, and that more ef- 
feetive than trying to stop the 
condition from the outside, is a 
process of feeding. 

Professionals force feed a tree 
by a system similar to the foun- 
dation-stabilizer’s pressure grout- 
ing. The food is pumped into the 
ground to proper depth and dif- 
fused, among the roots. The ama- 
teur’s best method of feeding, 
Clark reports, is to cultivate at 
the shade line and introduce the 
food there by hand. 

Wounds Need Dressing. 

Pruning, often badly done be- 
cause it is confused with shearing, 
should be done for three prin- 
cipal purposes, according to Clark. 

1. To remoye dead wood. 

2. To remove weak. wood. 

3. To remove branches that in- 
terfere with one another. 

Finally, pruning wounds should 
be dressed. Best for this purpose, 
Clark says, is paste of bordeaux 
mixture and linseed oil. Next best 
is asphalt (pitch), and useable, but 
not particularly favored nor so ef- 
fective, shellac. 

Tools required are pruning 
shears with wooden handles about 
18 inches long, and a saw with 
about seven or eight teeth to the 
inch. A carpenter’s cross-cut saw 
has nine or more teeth to the inch 
and a blade usually inconveniently 
wide, so that the back edge of 
it damages. bark of adjoining 
branches or canes, The fine teeth, 
too, bind and drag in green wood. 
A brush and a bucket of wound 
dressing are needed to do a fin- 
ished job. 

Not more than 25 per cent of the 
old canes of a shrub should be 
removed, Clark indicates, and 
points out that old and new wood 
are easily distinguished at this 
| time of year, and that the struc- 
jture of a tree or brush is more 

readily discernible when the leaves 
are gone, Old wood looks dark in 
January or February light and 
newer wood has a light grey cast.

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CURBING STRIKES IN ESSENTIAL INDUSTRIES 


Prof. Sumner Slichter Discusses Six Proposals for Preventing Industrial Breakdown 


Special Compensations 


Suggested for Workers — 


Denied Right to Strike 


An Emphasized Alternative Would Provide Government | 


With Special Emergency Powers to Deal With Work 
Stoppages That Imperil Public maalth, Public Safety or 


the General Welfare.

VENTS of the last year, culminating in the coal strike, have slowly forced 
a reluctant public to realize that the community must. be prepared to protect 
its economic life from serious interruption by small groups of highly organ- 


ized men. 

New York had its elevator strike and tug- 
men’s strike which threw hundreds of thou- 
sands out of work and its truckers’ strike 
which halted the distribution of food and 
threatened a fuel crisis; Milwaukee had its 
gas shut off; Pittsburgh had its power 
strike which threw 100,000 persons out of 
work for the greater part of a month. Last 
winter the country had its steel production 
cut off; in the spring, its coal production 
and its railroad service; and in the fall of 
1946, its coal production was shut off for 
a second time. 

No business organizations have ever ex- 
isted which would have dared shut down 
the production of all coal, steel or railroad 
service or to deprive whole cities of gas 
and electricity. Not only is the power of 
organized employes to shut off essential 
supplies unprecedented, but experience dur- 
ing the last year shows that they are willing 
to use it over small issues. 5 

The elevator strike in New York was 
against a decision of the War Labor Board; 
steel production was shut off over a differ- 

ence of 4% cents between the employers’ 
offer and the union’s demand; the coal 
strike of last spring oceurred after the em- 
ployers had offered the magic 18% cents an 
hour and the strike was apparently intend- 
ed to demonstrate that the miners’ union 
could get its members a little bit more than 
any other union had obtained; the two rail- 
road unions shut off railroad service in an 
attempt to get more for themselves than 18 
other railroad unions had gained under ar- 
bitration and more than an emergency board 
of neutrals had awarded the two unions 
which struck; the Pittsburgh power strike 
occurred a few months after the men had 
received an award of 18 cents an hour and 
after the men had rejected arbitration; the 
second coal strike was an attempt to force 
the Government to accept an interpretation 
of its contract with the miners which the 
Government had rejected and which the 
miners were unwilling to submit either to 
arbitration or to a court for decision. 

What can and should the country do to 
protect itself against strikes in essential in- 
dustries? Among many suggestions that 
have been made, six principal ones stand 
out: 

1. Equalize bargaining power and dis- 
courage strikes by depriving strikers of 

. the protection of the Wagner Act. 

2. Prohibit industry - wide bargaining. 

8. Limit the proportion of an industry 
which single unions may control. 

4. Imprové the methods of bargaining 
and conciliation so that negotiations are 
more successful in producing agreements. 

5. Provide the Government with spe- 
cial emergency powers for dealing with 

strikes which imperil the public health, 
public safety or the general welfare. 

6. Deprive employes in essential indus- 
tries of the right to strike and provide 
them with a special status. 

Let us examine these proposals one by 
one. 


I, 


Equalize bargaining power and discourage 
strikes by depriving strikers of the pro- 
tection of the Wagner Act. 
HE Wagner Act defines employes 60 
as to include strikers. Hence em- 
ployers must rehire without discrimina- 
tion strikers who commit no offense worthy 
of discharge and for whom the enterprise 
has jobs: It has been proposed that the 
Wagner Act be amended so that the word 
“employe” in the act does not apply to 
strikers—at least in strikes wheré the men 
are not striking because of an unfair labor 
practice. The assumption is that this amend- 
ment would increase the risk of striking 
because it would relieve the employer of 
the obligation to dismiss men hired dur- 
ing the strike in order to rehire strikers. 
This assumption is based upon a misunder- 
standing. In the case of strikes which are 
not provoked by unfair labor practices, the 
employer. is not required to dismiss men 
hired during a strike in order to rehire 
strikers. 
In any event, changes in the Wagner Act 
for the purpose of equalizing bargaining 


appropriate way of dealing with the prob- 
lem of strikes in essential industries. Equal- 
izing bargaining power is likely to mean 
that a long strike will be required to de- 
termine whether the employer or the union 
is willing to stand a longer shut-down. In 
the essential industries, however, long 
strikes are intolerable, « - 
II. 

Prohibit industry-wide bargaining. 

HE proposal to prohibit industry-wide 
T bargaining would obviously not reach 

the problem presented by electric light 
and power companies, gas companies and 
telephone companies. In these cases there 
is usually only one company in a market. 
Even in other industries the prevention of 
industry-wide bargaining would not prevent 
industry-wide shutdowns. The United Steel- 
workers have no industry-wide contracts, 
and yet»the union shut down the steel {i- 
dustry ‘last winter by the simple process 
of —— all of its contracts simultane- 
ously. 

The prohibition. of industry-wide bargain- 
ing could impose a grievous burden on em- 
ployers because it would help unions pur- 
sue the policy of “picking them off one by 
one.”” Employers who sought to protect 
themselves against this tactic by organizing 
and bargaining as a unit (as they have in 
many instances) would be halted by the pro- 
hibition of industry-wide bargaining. Many 
large employers, it is true, are strongly op- 
posed to industry-wide bargaining but for 
many small employers bargaining as a 
group is their only hope of gaining some 
rough equality with large and powerful 
unions, 


Il. 


Limit the proportion of an industry which 
single unions may control. 


HE proposals that unions be limited in 
T the proportion of men or plants in an 

industry which they may organize have 
not been carefully worked out. Occasionally 
one meets the. suggestion that unions be 
limited to a single company. . This would 
mean over 150,000 unions in manufacturing 
alone. A less extreme proposal is that any 
union be prohibited from controlling more 
than a given fraction (say one-fourth or 
one-third) of the employes in an industry or 
an occupation. 

Breaking up unions into several in each 
industry would not prevent the public from 
being completely deprived of service in 
such industries as electric light and power, 
gas or telephone, where one company ordi- 
narily serves an entire city or region. Even 
in railroading, breaking up the unions would 
fail to protect many thousands of commuhi- 
ties from being completely deprived of rail- 
road service because many towns have only 
one railroad. 

In other industries, three or four unions 
would be a headache. The unions would be 
either in competition or in collusion. Com- 
petition would make them tough customers 
for employers because each union would be 
afraid that its rivals would accuse it of be- 
ing “reasonable” or “soft.” Hence compe- 
tition between unions for prestige and influ- 


‘ence would produce bad industrial relations 


and would tend to increase strikes. -Compe- 
tition in the*course of time would probably 
lead to collusion between the several unions. 
If that occurred, the purpose of the policy 
of breaking up the unions‘ would be 
defeated. 


IV, 


Improve the methods of bargaining and 
contiliation so that negotiations are more 
successful. in producing agreements. 


MPROVING the processes of negotiation 
| and conciliation so as to increase the 

proportion of cases in which collective 
bargaining produces agreement is a policy 
which everyone will approve — although 
some of the specific proposals seem ill ad- 
vised. Certainly the actual practice of. col- 
lective bargaining falls far short of the ideal. 

In theory, men enter the bargaining con- 
ferences with open minds, ready to persuade 


and to be persuaded. In the course of the 


power of employers and unions are not an negotiations each side is expected to learn

more about the problems of the other and 


to gain new ideas concerning what would 
be a fair bargain. In practiceé;“both sides 
often begin negotiations with positions firm- 
ly taken and widely publicized and with 
minds closed to facts and arguments. Be- 
ing tough, unreasonable and inflexible is 
regarded as a way of forcing the other side 
to make concessions, and too often it works. 


* There is no way of compelling the two 
sides to approach negotiations in a spirit 
of reason and of give-and-take. Drafting 
and publicizing a set of standards of good 
negotiating practice would undoubtedly lead 
some unions and employers to improve their 
methods. Experience with long and costly 
strikes may discourage toughness and foster 
a spirit of compromise. The public, how- 
ever, cannot tolerate long and costly strikes 
in essential industries in order to teach 
unions and employers better methods of 
negotiation. The two sides must learn their 
lesson in other industries. In any event, 
the improvement of negotiating methods 
must be a gradual process. It cannot be 
expected to give much immediate help in 
protecting thé public from strikes in essen- 
tial industries. 


A suggestiongfrequently made of late is 
that no strike be permitted until the em- 
ployes have voted it by a secret ballot and 
until the employer has had an opportunity 
to present his side of the case to the em- 
ployes—either orally or by a statement on 
the ballot. The assumption is that these 
procedures will cause the employes to vote 
against strikes. 


Many unions require secret ballots be- 
fore strikes are permitted under the laws 
of the unfon. Extension of these practices 
to the newer unions would be desirable. 
Merely requiring a strike vote by secret 
ballot, however, would do little good, as 
wartime experience with the Smith-Connally 
Act demonstrates, Even though the country 
was at war, nearly every vote went over- 
whelmingly in favor of striking. The ex- 
planation is that the men believed that they 
were giving their officers a bargaining 
weapon rather than voting actually to 
strike. 

Far better than a requirement that strikes 
be “authorized only by secret ballot of the 
rank and file would be the establishment of 
the custom that no union would hold a 
strike vote or order a strike until after an 
honest effort had been made’ to settle the 
dispute by negotiation. Such a rule could 
not be easily enforced as a matter of law, 
but it might be enforced by public opinion 
and especially by rank-and-file opinion with- 
in unions: 

When a strike vote occurs, however, the 
public should not expect the vote to go 
against a strike. Union officers will not 
submit. a strike issue to the members un- 
less the leaders are quite certain that the 
men will vote as the leaders recommend. 
An oral appeal by the employer or a printed 
statement of the employer’s position on the 
ballot would not change the result of the 
vote. The principal advantage of postpon- 
ing strike votes until an honest effort has 
been made to settle the dispute would be its 


effect upon the atmosphere in which nego-, 


tiations. occur and upon the spirit with 
which the two sides negotiate. 

. Improving the Conciliation Service will 
surely meet universal approval. Much 


has already been done. It is essential

that the Conciliation Service be staffed with 
men who are competent and impartial. In 
order té assure impartiality and competence, 
no appointments should be made to the serv- 
ice without the approval of a joint super- 
visory board containing representatives of 
both employers and unions. 

The Hmitations of conciliation are not 
well understood, but are important. Too 
much conciliation, a too ready disposition on 
the part of the Conciliation Service to in- 
tervene, may impede the process of negotia- 
tion. The two.-sides may stick to extreme 
positions waiting for the conciliators to save 
their faces by begging them to make con- 
cessions in the public interest. Hence it 
is' wise for the Concillation Service to re- 
fuse to intervene until there have been real 
negotiations. This is not a policy, however, 
which is easily applied in essential indus- 
tries. 


Ve 


Provide the Government with speciat 
emergency powers for dealing with strikes 
which imperil the public health, public 
safely, or the general welfare, 


HEN a strike or threatened strike im- 
W ven the public health, public safety 

and general welfare, the Government 
must act to protect the public. The Govern- 
ment, however, should not be compelled to 
rely upon hastily improvised instruments of 
doubtful legality, such as it used in ‘the 
recent coal strike. For the time being, of 
course, the Government may rely upon the 
Smith-Connally Act (for whatever that is 
worth), but this act will expire with the 
war powers of the Government. 

The Government, of course, may call the 
parties into conference and plead with them 
to compromise or to submit to arbitration. 
In the case of the railroads the Government 
may delay the crisis by appointing an emer- 
gency board. The Government may warn 
the parties of the wrath of the public and 
may threaten them with adverse legislaiion. 
Experience has shown that these instru- 
ments are ineffective in a large proportion 
of cases. Furthermore, it is a disgrace for 
the Government to have to stoop to plead- 
ing or threatening when the public health, 
public safety or general welfare is at stake. 
Public officials are entitled to be provided 
with efficient instruments for protecting 
the public. 

What should they be? When a threat- 
ened or actual strike or lockout seriously 
limits or threatens to limit the output of 
essential goods, the President (or, in the 
case of states, the Governor) should have 
the duty to declare that a state of emer- 
gency exists. If public officers are not to 
be limited to pleading and threatening, they 
must be authorized, after declaring that an 
emergency exists, to require the unions to 
rescind any strike instructions and to order 
back to work any members who may have 
struck. 

Union members who fail to obey the 
return-to-work order shall be disciplined by 
the union in accordance with its laws—in 
the same way that the union ordinarily dis- 
ciplines the members who violate its rules. 
Failure of men to return to work, ! addi- 
tion, would terminate their employment. 
This would mean that they would be re- 


hired by their employer as new employes 
with the: seniority rights, vacation rights 
and pension rights of new employes. In or- 


der to prevent the men from bargaining | 
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over the restoration of their rights, it should 
be made an unfair labor practice for em- 
ployers to rehire them except as new em- 
ployes, Picketing in support of strikes 
which have been found to imperil the public 
health, public safety or general welfare 


‘should be forbidden and also the payment 


of strike benefits and other activities de- 
signed to promote illegal shut-downs. 

A union which fails to order its mem- 
bers back to work or which fails to disci- 
pline the members who violate its orders 
may be required by the National Labor Re- 
lations Board to show cause why it-should 
not be deprived of its bargaining rights in 
the affected plants until such time as it 
shows that it has become a responsible or- 
ganization. Similar obligations shall apply 
to employers in case the interruption to pro- 
duction is caused by a lockout. 

The parties shall have three opttons for 
settling the dispute. They may, of course, 
agree to resume negotiations or to submit 
the dispute to arbitrators selected by them- 
selves. If they are unwilling or unable to 
use either of these two procedures, the dis- 
pute shall be submitted to arbitrators select- 
ed by some independent agency. The head 
of the Conciliation Service is an appropriate 
person to select arbitrators in case the par- 
ties fail. The findings of the board should 
be retroactive to the expiration date of the 
previous contract, but should not be bind- 
ing very far into the future. Six: months is 
a good period—it is short enough not to be 
onerous to either party and it is long enough 
to give the parties an opportunity to nego- 
tiate a lasting settlement of their own. 

The proposed policy limits the right to 
strike as narrowly as possible. It is flex- 
ible because it gives public officials a chance 
to use their own judgment about declaring 
an emergency. Particularly important is the 
fact that the policy works through unions 
and gives them the opportunity for becom- 
ing instruments te protect the> community 
against disastrous interruptions to service. 


VI. 


Deprive employes in essential industries of 
the right to strike and provide them with 
special status, 


OME people may object to the policy 
S of giving emergency powers to the Gov- 

ernment for dealing with strikes in es- 
sential industries on the ground that it does 
not squarely face realities. In electric light 
and power, railroading and a few other es- 
sential industries, the public cannot permit 
the parties to see which can stand the 
longer shut-down. 

Last winter the steel industry was shut 
down for four weeks; in the spring the coal 
industry was shut down for six weeks. No 
one would pretend that a railroad strike of 
four weeks or six weeks or a shut-down of 
electric light or power for four weeks or 
six weeks in any large city could be tol- 
erated, All of this means that the men in 
essential industries, such as electric light 
and power and railroads, do not really have 
the right to strike—they have the _ right 
only so long as they do not use it, except 
on a very limited scale. 

Is it not unfair to both the men and the 
public to pretend that the men have rights 
which the public will not tolerate their 
using? Is not the honest and fair procedure 
for the community to give ‘‘special status’’ 
to the holders of jobs on which public 
health, public safety and general welfare re- 
quire continuous service? Workers who ac- 
cept employment on these jobs should under- 
take not to engage in strikes. No union 
should be eligible to bargain for workers on 
these jobs unless its constitution prohibits 
strikes by members who hold these jobs. 

It is important, however, that the hold- 
ers of “‘special-status’”’ jobs have special priv- 
ileges as well as special duties. In other 
words, it is important that they regard 
themselves as fortunate in having especially 
desirable jobs—jobs which they would not 
care to jeopardize by going on strike. Hence, 
workers on special-status jobs should be as- 
sured that their wages will be reviewed 
once a year and increased as rapidly as 
wages in a general rise. In addition, the 
special-status workers should receive more 
liberal vacation privileges than employes in 
general and more liberal pensions than 
those provided in the Social Security Act. 
The railroad employes, of course, already 
receive larger pensions than the Social Se- 
curity Act provides. 

Many people are gravely shocked by any 


proposals to limit the right to strike. Some 
union leaders, for example, assert that any 


— 


fimitations on the right to strike are incom- 
patible with free labor and with democracy 
itself. Writing in The American Federa- 
tionist last July, President Green of the 
American Federation of Labor said: “The 
strike cannot be made illegal without gub- 
jecting workers to involuntary servitude.” 
Joseph Padway, general counsel of the 
American Federation of Labor, said in The 
American Federationist of January, 1946: 
“The right to strike distinguishes the free 
worker from the slave. The right to strike 
involves the foundation of our free econ- 
OMY. « «« 

It is plain that Green and Padway 
are wrong. Depriving men of the right to 
strike does not deprive them of the right 
to quit. It simply means that, if they qnit, 
they must not engage in picketing or resort 
to other devices to prevent the employer 
from replacing them and, that if they are re- 
hired, they must come back as new em- 
ployes. Nor do restrictions on the right to 
strike necessarily undermine free institu- 
tions. 
Freedom can be lost in two ways: (1) by . 
the Government’s imposing excessive Te 
strictions on individuals and groups and. (¢2)) 
by the Government’s allowing small groups 
loncsasite freedom to impose their will upon 
the community. It would be a queer philos- 
ophy which asserted that freedom is jeop- 
ardized if the Government takes away from 
small, highly organized groups the right to 
imperil the public health, public safety and 
the general welfare by depriving the eom- 
munity of such essential services as light 
and power or railroad transportation and 
possibly coal or steel, } 

Which of these various policies for pro-— 
tecting itself against strikes in essential 
industries should the community adopt? 
They are not mutually exclusive, The first 
three are plainly far from adequate. The 
fourth can make a great contribution, but 
only over a considerable’ period of time, 
Furthermore, no matter how much the proec- 
ess of collective bargaining may eventually 
be improved, it can never be expected to 
settle all disputes. 

Hence, even if the community relie# Jn 
large part upon improvement in the prec 
ess of collective bargaining, it must have a 
policy to meet the cases where collective 
bargaining fails. That means relying upon 
the fifth policy as well as the third. The 
sixth policy, creating “special-status em- 
ployes,’’ is incompatible (in any given indus- 
try) with the fifth policy. Hence the basic 
choice seems te be between the last two. 

The policy which Js preferable is the one 
which is able to command the more com- 
plete and understanding support from the 
community. Especially in the field of labor 
jaws is it imperative that legislation reflect 
the understanding of problems of the man- 
in-the-street. Otherwise he will not be pre- 
pared to give legislation the support which 
it must have in order to work satisfactorily. 

By the test of strict logic, Policy VY is 
superior to Policy V. By the test :of the 
understanding of the man-in-the-street, Pol- 
icy V is superior to Policy VI. Milliong of 
Americans observed the Government’s.at- 
tempts to deal with the coal situation by — 
using makeshift and possibly illegal instru- ' 
ments. They realize that the Government 
must not again be permitted to find itself 
in that. sorry position. Hence, the man-in- 
the-street is prepared to give the Govern- 
ment emergency powers. He is probably not 
yet prepared to give the employes in essen- 
tial industries a special status which would 
give them special privileges to compensate 
them for the fact that even today they do 
not really have the right to strike. 

Whatever the immediate decision of the 
public, however, the crowded strike experi- 
ence of the past year indicates that conven- 
tional thinking about the right to strike is 
obsolete. Either the community must be 
prepared to accept the terms which the well- 
organized men in railroads, coal and electric 
light and power are prepared to ask or it 
must take steps to protect itself, 

The great power which relatively small 
groups of highly organized men now have 
requires that the rights of the public be re- 
examined and that the rights and duties 
of unions be clearly defined. A clear state- 
ment of the rights of the public and the 
duties and rights of unions is needed. by 
trade unions as much as by the rest of thé 
community. Unless the duties and rights 
of unions are made plain, all of labor may 
suffer if a few power-greedy leaders outrage 
the public sense of justice and proveke 
hasty and punitive legislation against unions.

Tolerance Begins at Home 


Chancellor Compton of Washington Univer- 
sity, who knows better than most of us just how 
great. a threat atomic power is to civilization, 
finds in prejudice and intolerance among men 
of different races and creeds even more dan- 
gerous forces for social destruction. In sub- 
stance he said this to a meeting of representa- 
tives of St. Louis civic, educational and religious 
groups under sponsorship of the Conference of 
Christians and Jews. 

We agree thoroughly with Chancellor Comp- 
ton and we agree further with him that the fight 
against prejudice and intolerance is a continu- 
ing fight in which all men and women of good 
will should be enlisted. 

Let us move from the general to the particu- 
lar. One discrimination which Missouri has too 
long preserved is its Reconstruction-days bar 
against the admission of ‘certain of its citizens 
—those who happen to have skins darker’ than 
the majority—to its State University. 

This bar is both unfair and wasteful, We 
should like very much to see it removed by the 
present session of the Missouri Legislature. We 
think that many thousands of Missourians would 
applaud our legislators for such an act of sim- 
ple justice, ~ 

The bar is unfair because it says to all Missouri” 
parents, who by accident are members of the 
Negro race, that they cannot because of color 
alone educate their sons and daughters at the 
State University at Columbia. It tells these 
citizens that if they have the means to pay out- 
of-state tuition and the cost of travel, they are 
free to send their children to the universities of 
neighboring states—Illinois, Kansas and Iowa, 
for example—but not to the university which 
their taxes help maintain. 

This is hot to overlook Lincoln University at 
Jefferson City and its law school, in the old 
Poro College building, in St. Louis. These in- 
stitutions are the devices through which Mis- 
souri has attempted to shrug off its obligation 
to provide university training for Negroes, 

These schools have tried bravely to measure 
up to the burden put upon them, But the plain 
truth is that there is no likelihood whatever 
that they could do it, no matter, how much more 
money they have to spend on a Negro student 
than the State University spends on a white stu- 
dent. (In a recent year when the Legislature 
appropriated $229 per white student it appro- 
priated $697 per Negro student!) 

Consider the law school for Negro students. 
This was set up in 1939 following the Supreme 
Court decision (written by Chief Justice Hughes) 
in the Gaines test case. Its first class was that 
of 1942. This year it has 34 students, taught by 
a Negro stzff of five instructors.. In four years, 
it has graduated 16 students. This average of 
four a year is small due to the war, but it should 
be obvious that the number never would be 
large. In any case, an appropriation of close to 
$50,000 for the biennium is not justified nor is 
the creation of a library of 31,000 volumes. 

This same amount of money spent on the 
School of Law at Columbia, with Negroes ad- 
mitted, would mean much more in value re- 
ceived. It could be used to increase present fa- 
cilities and to bring the country’s outstanding 
legal scholars to Columbia for lectures open to 
all the university body. And how much better 
it would be to add new books and legal period- 
icals to the law library at Columbia—which can- 
not now be afforded—than to buy duplicate books 
for the Negro law school. 

Separate colleges are a makeshift. They only 
put off the eventual removal of this discrimina- 
tion. And they cost far out of proportion, as 
R. I. Brigham, former University of Missouri in- 
structor, now at Illinois State Normal -Univer- 
sity, sets forth in striking detail, in Survey 
Graphic magazine. Obviously, Missouri cannot go 
through.the motions of duplicating the Rolla 
School of Mines for a few students who wish 
to study engineeving, then do the same for medi- 
cine, and so on. 


The present investment in Lincoln University 


does not need to be lost. With wise adaption 
its properties and facilities can be made a use- 
ful part of an overall plan for higher education 
in Missouri from which racial discrimination is 
eliminated, The thing to do now is to stop the 
discrimination and to halt the woefully wasteful 
use of funds which the discrimination requires. 

A sample poll of students at Columbia three 
years ago showed that 77 per cent favored ad- 
mission of Negroes as a “fair-minded, just and 
democratic policy.” There is every reason to 
believe that Columbia could pass this test of 
racial tolerance just as Lawrence, Urbana and 
Iowa City do. To say that it céuld not be done 
in Missouri is to exhibit the same weakness be- 
fore prejudice which Missourians, like other 
Northerners and Westerners, regularly see in the 
discriminatory practices of Southern States. 

Thanks to the wise phrasing of Article IX, 
Section 1 of our new Constitution, it is within 
the power of the Legislature to act. Educational, 
religious, civic, professional, business and oth- 
er groups should join in shaking off this hang- 
over from Missouri’s post-bellum days. 

Is it too 
soon to free higher education in Missouri 84 
years later? 
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Sweet Reason in Steel 


One year ago, a wage-price deadlock in the 
steel industry dealt the American people a crip- 
pling blow from which they are still not fully 
recovered. How much the happier it is to learn, 
then, that the United Steel Workers and U. §S. 
Steel will take time this year to compose their 
differences instead of repeating the blow. On 
the union’s part, it means extending the old con- 
tract 75 days instead of striking Feb. 15 for a 
fatter one. 

The union agreed (said President Philip 
Murray) because we believe that real collec- 
tive bargaining requires complete discussion 

of all points. During such discussions the 
public should not be kept in a state of ap- 
prehension. We likewise understand some 
of the problems confronting management... 

We believe this decision will help our na- 

tional economy and at the same time show 

that management and labor are seeking to 
settle their problems through peaceful rela- 
tions. 

The speech of industrial relations is not poetry 
but it can sing a sweet reasonableness, Detrac- 
tors will wave it away as a charm to cool the 
fever for stern labore ls, Nevertheless, the 
concord in steel makes @ happy contrast with the 


unreason still visible in certain other labor and 
management quarters. So the country is thank- 
ful without grudging, and hopeful for the fur- 
ther good it implies.’ — 
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An: Editor’s Indictment 

Frederick Lewis Allen, distinguished editor of 
Harper's Magazine, has let loose with a brutal 
indictment of periodical journalism as it is prac- 
ticed in the United States today. Prictically all 
magazines on the stands, he gays, express their 
own special view, without acquainting their read- 
ers with other views, To this he gives the name 
of “closed-mind journalism.” He goes on: 


So pervasive has the new tradition of the 
closed mind become in journalism that there 
are many topics on which it is hard. today to 
get even a reasonably fair-minded article. I 
should like to know whether during the war 
the control of American industry has be- 
come more concentrated than before... . 
But I feel in my bones that most of the jour- 
nalists would regard themselves as bound by 
conscience to make the picture either as 
black or as white as possible: either to show 
that those glorious creatures, our industrial 
leaders, are fashioning for us a system ever 
more perfect, or else that those Torrid preda- 
tors, the millionaires are fastening upon us 
the chains of Fascism. 


In brief; according to Mr, Allen’s J’Agqcuse, 
which .was delivered at a meeting of the Nation- 
al Publishers’ Association in New York, nearly 
all magazines and nearly all the men who write 
for them are either professional “liberals” or 
professional “conservatives,” and on any given 
subject you can predict what they will say about 
as easily as you can predict that the north-south 
light at a traffic intersection will be green when 
the east-west light is red. 

What Mr. Allen says is, unfortunately, too true, 
and it explains why many magazines have as lit- 
tle influence as they do. But if the charge can- 
not be denied, a plea in abeyance is in order. 

For example, Fortune, which has been: de- 
scribed as La Vie Parisienne of Big Business, has 
carried articles the effect of which is to defend 
the National Labor Relations Board and the Anti- 
Trust Division and other articles exposing pat- 
ent monopolies and international cartels. On the 
other side of the fence, the current issue of the 
New Republic carries an article which seeks a 
middle ground between the wage claims of the 
CIO's Nathan report and the NAM’s rejoinder. 


As for the journalists, many are, as Mr. Allen — 


suggests, doctrinaire, opinionated and completely 
predictable on any given issue. But there are 
exceptions. Vincent Sheean’s reporting of the 
Jewish-Arab conflict in Palestine some years ago, 
is a case in point, There are other reporters just 
as forthright. Our guess is that the Harpers’ 
editor by now has had letters telling him that 


the trouble is with editors rather than writers. - 


It is possible, too, that the blame should be 
shared by readers. Many magazines publish ar- 
ticles that are trimmed to fit popular preconcep- 
tions because a magazine so edited is the one 
which attracts a mass of readers. Ask Mr. Allen; 
he knows, and in a way that does him credit. 
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Poetry Lesson for Hirohito 

All things’ considered, Hirohito is our least 
favorite poet. His work always deals with a 
subject about which a good point is to be made, 
but fails to make the good point. For instance. 
his latest, which was unveiled at the annual 
poetry party in the palace: 

As dawn comes to Mito streets 


It is encouraging to hear 
The resounding noise of hammers. 


The point? Well, here’s how we would write 
it: 
The sound of hammers is always encourag- 


ing; 

What gets you down is as follows: 

The noise of too-numerous dollars plunking 
on the barrel-head, 
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Senator Brewster’s Opportunity 

Republicans in the Senate have won their fight 
to continue the Senate War Investigating Com- 
mittee and the Small Business Committee, and 
the public is the gainer; Some of the work of 
these two groups could have been done by stand. 
ing committees, but more will be done and done 
better by separate groups. Democrats, abetted 
by the President, fought hard against continuing 
the War Investigating Committee, presumably 
out of fear that it would dredge up dirt reflect- 
ing on the Democratic management of the war. 

The Small Business Committee, too, is needed. 
Only last week the RFC voted to stop guaran- 
teeing up to 75 per cent of the loans required 
by small business men. Such loans seem to be 
needed to equalize opportunity for “small enter- 
prisers as opposed to large business corporations, 
which can press claims for loans from big banks. 
It will be interesting to see if the RFC loans are 
reinstated now that the Small Business Com- 
mittee is revived. 

Honors in the fight for these two committees 
go to the Republic They not only won, but 
they won after the Democrats stooped to treat- 
ing the matter as a straight party issue. 

Senator Brewster, who was the ranking Re- 
publican member of the War Investigating Com- 
mittee under Senator Truman and later Senator 
Mead, now has the opportunity he has asked 
for. We will see how adept he is in turning on 
the light in places where some would prefer it 
dark. 
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France’s Proposal for Germany 

-France’s proposal for a federated Germany in 
two stages comes from the occupying power 
which has had the least to say on this subject 
so far. The United States and Britain have 
wished for more help from France in their deal- 
ings with the Russians toward co-ordination of 
Germany's economic resources and now they 
have at least overtures to that end. 

But what does France hope to do politically 
in its part of Germany? Russia is busy commu- 
nizing its zone.

Perhaps the reason France has 
not yet decided what to do in Germany is be- 
cause it is still uncertain what to do at home. 

So there are four different approaches in the 
four zones, No nation in history has been the 
political guinea pig which the Big Four are 
making out of the German people.

Communists, representing themselves to 
be ultra-conservatives, yet generating red 
propaganda by the horsepower, tricked the 
astute Winston Churchill into giving Tito, 
the Moscow puppet, absolute control . of 
Yugoslavia, and sending Gen. Mihailovich, 
the Chetnik patriot, to his doom. 

This strange and loutish tale, fantastic 
as it may seem, is supported by overwhelm- 
ing evidence of authenticity. Even Church- 
il) now admits he “was deceived and badly 
informed” by the Yugoslay Communists, 

At the outset of Hitler's drive through 
the Balkans, Mihailovich marshalled his 
followers. and waged unremitting war 
against the Invaders. Churchill and Roose- 
velt accepted him as the undisputed leader 
of the Yugoslavs. However, Churchill 
asked Mihailovich to co-operate fully with 
the Communists, notwithstanding the Chet- 
nik’s opposition to Communism. 

Inadvertently, Mr. Churchill had selected 
Communists as his confidants in Yugo- 
slavia, and soon began to get reports from 
them that Mihailovich was not only oppos- 
ing the Communists, but was actually hos- 
tile to the British Government. Commu- 
nistic propaganda finally was accepted as 
British military intelligence, and Mihailo- 
vich and his followers were branded as 
traitors. At the Teheran Conference, Sta- 
lin demanded that Mihailovich be repudi- 
ated. Churchill supported Stalin enthusi- 
astically and Roosevelt acquiesced. 

+ * . 


Upon receipt of the news of the Teheran 
meeting, Mihailovich said: “We are being 
sealed off as the Jews in German gas 
chambers and for the same end.” 

Notwithstanding the infamies to which 
he had been subjected, Mihailovich re- 
mained loyal to the Allies and carried on 
as best he could with his limited facilities. 
More than 400 Americans shot down in 
Yugoslavia wore rescued by the Chetniks, 

Churchill opposed immediate evacuation, 
fearing it might be misconstrued by Mar- 
shal Tito. Planes from American zones, 
however, were sent and the airmen re- 
moved to Allied headquarters. 

‘The rescued airmen were so generous in 
their praise of Mihailovich for his kindness 
to them that President Roosevelt wanted 
to reinstate the Chetnik leader, and so pro- 
posed at the Quebec conference, Churchill 
would have none of it. 

When Mihailovich was arrested and 
placed on trial for his life as a traitor, the 
American airmen whom he had rescued 
pleaded for permission to testify in his be- 
half. The Yugoslav court ignored the re- 
quest, and proceeded with the trial in a 
manner that made a mockery of jurispru- 
dence, Upon the executioh, Senator Vanden- 
berg exclaimed: “Legal assassination.”

Dorothy Canfield Fisher puts her ap- 
praisals of the subjects to excellent use, 
Her sketch of Paul Robeson is a case in 
point. She writes that for all the rewards 
that have come to this great Negro singer, 
he does not have “the simple right taken 
for granted by the most ignorant white 
man, to come and go freely in hie home- 
land, to buy food, lodging and transporta- 
tion, without running the risk of being 
publicly insulted.” 

The second book, which assembles por- 
trait pictures by a photographer who be- 
came noted for his picture of Churchill at 
the Canadian House of Commons in 1941, 
covers world figures. 
shaggy eyebrows of John L, Lewis and the 
firm lips of Dwight Eisenhower and also 
Ernest Bevin’s pud nose, Shaw’s cele- 
brated beard and adame Chiang Kal- 
shek’s oriental beauty. Karsh’s own brief

In Debt to Pandora 


THE 

Mnopt, Maw Yarn’ James M. Cain. 

“The Butterfly” is a novel with a re 
markable preface. This is not to pass 
judgment on the tale itself, but to avoid 
passing judgment. It is simply a James 
M. Cain novel, whatever that may mean 
to those who _ him as a story teller 
or question hi#literary stature. 

A Cain novel races and is racy. It is 
spare and blunt, pins conversation and 
characterization on action and invariably 
rushes on toward a violent and ironie cli- 
max, which frequently approaches poetic 
justice. “The Butterfly” is like that. It is 
about the hidden longings which cause 
trouble when they are no longer hidden. 
It is about the mountain mining country 
of the East, about the twisted puritanism 
of one of its residents. And in a way it is 
about incest. 

To say much more about the book itself 
would seem unnecessary for those who 
have read Cain stories such as “The Post- 
man Always Rings Twice,” or would de- 
stroy the purpose of the plot by revealing 
it, or would lay this reviewer open to the 
indictment of critics which Mr. Cain writes 
in his preface. That preface is scathing. 

For years critics who couldn't quite make 
out what to do with “Mildred Pierce” or 
“Past All Dishonor’ or Mr. Cain’s other 
work have solved their problem too easily. 
They have compared his style with Dashiell 
Hammett’s and his purpose with Heming- 
way’s, or brushed him off as strictly a 
Hollywood novelist. Whatever his merits, 
this was unfair. 

+ . ? 


Finally moved to self-defense, Mr. Cain 
replies that he has read less than 20 pages 
of Hammett, and concedes that when he 
has been paid to write for the films, he has 
been particularly unsuccessful at it. As for 
himself and Hemingway, Mr. Cain says: 

He writes of God's eternal mayhem 
against man, a theme he works into 
great, classic cathedrals. ... I, so far 
as I can sense the pattern of my mind, 
write of the wish that comes true, for 
some reason a terrifying concept... . 
I think my stories have some quality of 
the opening of a forbidden box, and that 
it is this, rather than violence, sex, or 
any of the things usually cited by way 
of explanation, that gives them the 
Graves. « + 

If Mr. Cain admits a debt to Pandora, he 
does not claim to be unique in that respect, 
or to be a Hemingway in literary great- 
ness. Such modesty seems reasonable as 
well as becoming. But in any case, the 
author has explained better than his critics 
why it is that his “modern moralities” 
leave so many of them uncomfortable,

Among the Oregon Hop Pickers 
LIMBO CITY, by Edwin 8 Self. (Herald Publishing Co.) 


Limbo City is an artificial Oregon com- 
munity which is in existence only during 
the hop-picking season. Since at least 1000 
men, women and children are intimately 
gathered here, however briefly, it is a likely 
setting for a novel. Mr. Self has used this 
concentration of unrooted people for a 
novel reminiscent of Steinbeck’s “Grapes 
of Wrath.” While the immediate problem 
of the hop-pickers is the need for showers 
in the dressing sheds, Mr. Self concerns 
himself most of all with the maladjusted, 
the lustful, the meek and the philosophical 
who make up the camp. “Limbo City” is

13 Pct. Drop From 
November Reflects 
Critical Economic 
Position.

RITAIN’S desperate drive for 
exports which the Labor Gov- 
ernment calculates must reach a 
level 75 per cent greater in volume 
than they were in 1938 to restore 
the nation’s prewar living stand-' 
ards slumped again in December. 
They fell to a level only 3 per cent 
above the 1938 figure, the Board 
of Trade disclosed this week. 

The slump represented a 13 per 
cent drop from the volume 


postwar peak achieved last July. 
It reflected the critical economic 
sition of this country as out- 
ined in the recent Government 
White Paper on the fthanpower 
shortage and financial situation, 


Economic experts agree that the 
drop in voluthe of exports was due 
primarily to the national shortage 
of coal and other raw items of 
material as well as manpower. 
They predicted that the slump 
would almost certainly continue at 
least until spring. 
The Board of Trade explained 
somewhat blandly, however, that 
the December reduction was “only 
about what might be expected as 
a result of the smaller number of 
working days last month.” 

Ship Bey Gains, 
The Board of Trade’s gloomy 
slightly by an announcement by 
Lioyd's ‘Register of Shipping” that 


in Great Britain and Ireland at 
the end of 1945 was the biggest 
since 1922.

The Board of Trade’s report on’ 
exports show the continuing fail- 
ure to clogs the gap between ex- 
ports and imports which are be- 
ing financed largely by the fast- 
dwindling American and Canadian 
loans. The value of exports in 
December totaled £82,900,000, as 
compared with £92,100,000 in No- 
vember, while imports totaled, 
£117,000,000, as compared with 
£124,300,000 In November and the 
peak figure of £127,400,000 in Oc- 
tober. 

At the same time, the Board of 
Trade issued a survey of the ex- 
port and import situation for the 
whole of 1946 which emphasized 
that volume, not value, of exports 
is the key to economic salvation, 
because of the general rise in 
world pricas. 

High Money Value. 

For example, it was disclosed 
that the year’s exports were val- 
ued at £911,700,000, nearly double 
the 1988 figure of £470,800,000. The 
1946 value was greater than that 
in any year since 1920. The total 
volume for the year, however, was 
“no higher than in 1938.” 

The statement also showed how 
the bulk of Britain’s exports are 
going into the sterling and other 
“soft” currency areas instead of 
the dollar and “hard” currency 
areas which are the most vital 
export markets if the country is 
to be able to pay for the vast im- 
ports of food and raw materials 
which it needs to maintain its 
position’ in the postwar world. 
British India was the country’s 
greatest export market, receiving 
nearly 20,000 tons more than in 
1938. South Africa was second, 
but it received only about half the

Antagonism Utilized. 


The specious pretexts advanced 
the State Department as justi- 
cation for its failure to carry out 
become 
overshadowed in the welter of 
anti-Argentine diatribes with 
which the United States is flood- 
ed. They have long since become 
subordinated in their intrinsic im- 
portance to the personal feuds 
which individuals in both the Ar- 
gentine and American Govern- 
ments have been waging to the 
detriment of the true interests of 
their own countries and of the en- 
tire hemisphere. The popular an- 
tagonism aroused by these recrim- 
inations has of course been clever- 
ly utilized toe their own advantage 
by the Communist organizations 
throughout Latin America, 


The reason advanced by the De- 
partment of State for its refusal 
to agreé to the convocation of the 
conference to which it pledged 
itself in 1945 is that in ité judg- 
ment the Argentine Government 


has not yet carried out its com- 
mitments covering Nazi activities 
in Argentina, and that, until Ar- 
gentina complies with these 
pledges, it would be impossible for 
this Government to enter into any 
new inter-Amerfican contract, such 
as a treaty for hemisphere de- 
fense, in which Argentina would 
participate. 


In essence the position of the 
Argentine Government is that in 
many instances Nazi agents have 
been deported; that the escape of 
others is due to the derelictions 
of subordinate officials; and that 
in such cases where action has 
not been taken it is due td the 
fact that these are still under the 
jurisdiction of the courts, and that 
under the Argentine constitution 
-ony ee is powerless as yet

Not Question for U. 8. Alone. 


Whether the complaints regis- 
tered by the State Department 
against the Argentine Government 
are of sufficient gravity to justify 
an indefinite postponement of the 
inter-American defense treaty, and 
thereby jeopardize the funda- 
mental interests of the entire con- 


tinent, is surely not a question 
which should be determined by 
any unilateral decision of the 
United States, 

As Senator Vandenberg said, 


“Under half a dozen solemn Pan 
American treaties to which we 
are a party, this is a multilateral 
decision which should always be 


made by all of us jointly, and 
not” forced or dictated by us 


alone,” 

Whatever our individual reac- 
tions to ite policies may be, it 
cannot too often be repeated that 
the present Argenting Govern- 
ment is a conatitutional govern- 
ment which came into being as 
a result of national elections 
characterized even by its’ most 
bitter opponents as fair and free 
from coercion, Under such con- 
ditions it is altogether inadmis- 
sible for another American state 
to charge the Argentine Govern- 
ment with a breach of its inter- 
national engagements on the 
ground that the court procedure 
in Argentina and the efficiency 
of subordinate officials in that re- 
pyblic are not satisfactory to the 
former, 

It is still more objectionable for 
officials of some other American 
government to base such vom- 
plaints upon the expressed belief 
that-the present Argentine Presi- 


dent could force the Argentine 
courts to do his bidding should 
he so desire, 

Affects All States. 

The issues involved profoundly 
affect all of the American nations, 
Should the Government of the 
United States desire to formulate 


charges against the Argentine 
Government on the ground of lack 
of compliance with its inter-Amer- 
ican commitments, such charges 
should be brought against all of 
the American states for adjudica- 
tion. 

The refusal of thea United States 
for two years to participate with 
Argentina ‘in an inter-American 
conference designed to bring about 
the conclusion of an inter-Ameri- 
can defense treaty has not only 
prevented the negotiation of a 
treaty which is of fundamental im. 
portance to the New World and 
of great practical value to the 
United Nations. It has also 
blocked all forms of effective in- 
ter-American co-operation — politi- 
cai, economic, financial, or cul- 
tural—at a me@ment when such co- 
operation is especially necessary. 

The essential truth is that there 
are no issues between Argentina 
and the United States which could 
not be solved promptly and equit- 
ably through joint inter-American 
action, and that the present tactics 
of the United States are endanger- 


inter-American system. 


If Senator Vandenberg, through 
his clarification of the real issues 
involved, and through his indica- 
tion of a course which will repair 
at least some of the damage al- 
ready done, can bring about a rad- 
ical change in the unilateral policy 
recently pursued by the Depart- 
ment of State, he will not only 


have rendered a signal service to 
his own country, but he will also 
have greatly advanced the vital in- 
terests of the peoples of all of the 
Americas.

Early Review of 
U.S. Policy on Ar- 
gentina, the Key 
Issue, Expected.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25 (AP)— 
Everybody wants the “Rio con- 
ference.” Nobody can seem to 
get it. 

The United States claims that 
various German spies and firms 
this country wants booted out of 
Argentina are still there. For this 
reason, an inter-American mutual 


defense treaty scheduled to be 
drawn up at a Rio de Janeiro 
meeting has remained in the pro- 
ject stage for about a year and 
a half, 

But pressure within and with- 
out the State Department for a 
revision in United States policy 
toward Argentina is increasing. 
So, too, are urgings that the con- 
ference be called soon. 

Key figure is Secretary of State 
George C. Marshall. His decision 
on Argentine policy will determine 
the future of the Rio conference. 
The issue seems assured of an 
early review, 

Originally the Rio conference 
Was scheduled for October 19465. 
It was to negotiate and sign a 
treaty making permanent the 
peace-keeping features of the 1945 
Act of Chapultepec. This act 
bound the hemisphere nations to 
help each other out in case of 
aggression, 

The conference, however, met 

sudden death only a few weeks 
before it was to be held when the 
United States about-faced on Ar- 
gentina and declared in effect: 
“We won't sign the treaty with 
Argentind included until it gets 
rid of Nazi agents and firms 
within its borders.” 
The United States still stands 
on that position. The Argentines 
continue to deny United States 
claims they haven't lived up to 
their promises on this score. 

Latest outcry for calling the 
Rio meeting began on Jan 12, 
when Chairman Arthur H. Van- 
denberg (Rep.), Michigan, of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, and former Secretary of 
State James F. Byrngs differed 
on this point in Cleveland 
speeches, 

Said Vandenberg: “I think it 
is past time to hold the Pan 
American conference which we 
promised in 1945. ... There. is too 
much evidence we (the American 
republics) are drifting apart—and 
that a Communistic upsurge is 
moving in.” . 

Said Byrnes: “We are eager to 
proceed (with the treaty) ,.. It 
is our earnest hope that before 
long there will be such reasonable 
and substantial compliance. by 
Argentina with its obligations that 
the American republics, after con- 
sultation, will convene the Rio 
conference,” 

Uruguayan Foreign Minister 
Eduardo Rodriguez Larreta fol- 
lowed this up by saying that con- 
tinued postponement of the meet- 
ing “keeps the hemisphere in a 
state of crisis.” 

Shortly afterwards the Argen- 
tine Foreign Office announced it 
had received a note from Brazil, 
the host nation, suggesting the 
hemisphere nations pick a new

Admittedly, a certain number of 
United States and British officers 
proved no help whatever toward 
building teamwork or confidence 
with the Russians, These men 
were suspicious or Anti-Soviet in 
their prejudices. But they were 
rarely policy-makers in the Ameri- 
can commands, and they were in 
a minority, Over a period of nearly 
two years, Soviet “non-fraterniza- 
tion”"—plus Soviet tactics in the 
control commissions — has _in- 
creased their numbers lamentably. 

At the outset, wherever Ameri- 
cans and British met Soviet com- 
manders or officers on an unoffi- 
cial basis, they usually got along 
very well together, Some of Rus- 
sia's highest officers got along ex- 
tremely well, notably Marshals 
Zhukov and Konev, The more 
political Red Army chiefs, like 
Marshal Voroshilov, were much 
more reserved. As time went on, 
it is stated, the politically-minded 
or NKVD marshals and generals 
exercised increasing authority and 
control on the Soviet side of the 
control commissions. Meanwhile 
the Soviet social quarantine “be- 
came pronounced. The conclusion 
of top United States officers was: 
“Obviously, they’ve got orders not 
to mix.” 

‘No Personal Hostility.’ 


In each capital Allied social 
contacts with Soviet officers have 
been few and far between for a 
long time now. One high Ameri- 
can officer told me: “In the first 
six months we made every effort 
to entertain our Russian allies. 
Most of our invitations were re- 
fused, Sometimes we had to tele- 
phone a few hours before a din- 
ner or reception to get an answer. 
The answer would be no, so we 
gave up trying... But when we 
meet the Russians officially we 
both cratk jokes together, There 
is no personal hostility.” 

A situation like this inevitably 
creates a breach which hardens 
officers on both sides against co- 
operation and destroys the basis 
of mutual confidence, Cumulative 
evidence gathered in Vienna, 
Budapest and Bucharest makes it 
appear unquestionable that some 
Moscow decision is more respon! 
sible for this breach than either 
the American or British com- 
manders are. 

The American section of the 
Budapest ACC may be an excep- 
tion. Lt. Gen. Geoffrey Keyes, for- 
merly of the. Oklahoma National 
Guard (who headed the United 
States. Military Mission in Hun- 
gary up to last June) left behind 
him a mission urgently in need of 
reorganizing. Some officers were 
transferred. 

(Gen. Keyes recently was 
chosen to succeed Gen. Clark as 
chief of American forces in Aus- 
tria.) 

The Keyes’s regime certainly 
could not command the respect 
of the Russians (let alone invite 
their friendly co-operation). As 
a result our Budapest mission is 
still “spotty.” The contrast be- 
tween it and the highly disciplined 
and efficient U. S. Military Mis- 
sion in Bucharest—commanded by 
an outstanding officer, Brig, Gen. 
Cortland V. R. Schuyler—is most 
striking.

officers. After what I saw of Red 
Army commanders in the U.S.S.R. 
during the war, it’s difficult for 
me to accept this hypothesis, The 
plain truth of the matter is that 
both the Soviets and the western- 
ers have far more to lose through 
ignorance of each other than 
through any kind of contact and 
mutual give-and-take. 


If we are to build confidence be- 
tween Americans and Russians, or 
between British and Russians, 
there is no more important place 
to begin than in the armed serv- 
ices of the Big Three, The Krem- 
lin’s policy-makers may be reluc- 
tant to believe it.

The men who will call the. sig- 
nals vary in individual back- 
ground, temperament, and, in 
some Cases, even in their allegi- 
ance to presidential aspirants. But 
to a man they all are Right of 
center, from Speaker Joseph W. 
Martin Jr. of North Attleboro, 
Mass,, to John Taber of New 
York, Chairman of the Appropri- 
ations Committee; from Majority 
Floor Leader Charles A. Halleck 
of Rensselaer, Ind, to Harold 
Knutson of Manhattan Beach, 
Minn., Chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee, and Clarence 
J. Brown of Blanchester, Ohio. 

Speaker Martin who publishes 
a newspaper, the Evening Chron- 
icle, in his home town, is a 
plodding, serious-minded little 
man with rumpled clothes and a 
harassed look. Now 62, he has 
labored diligently in state and 
local politics since 1912. First 
elected to Congress in 1924, he 
has served eleven consecutive 
terms and comes close to being 
the epitome of what is known as 
a “party wheelhorse.” 

Chosen minority leader in 1939, 
Martin performed his thankless 
duties conscientiously and waited 
for his day to come. There was 
never a moment's doubt about his 
selection as Speaker after the 
elections last November. In that 
role he not only presides over the 
House proceedings but also exer- 
<ises a great deal of control over 
the kind of G.O.P. legislation 
tossed in the hopper, and over 
the procedure by which measures 
are referred to the various stand- 
ing committees. 

For Tax Reduction, 

Martin has been a staunch ad- 
vocate of tax reductions, a bal- 
anced budget, adoption of “cor- 
rective” labor legislation and elim- 
ination of Government economic 
controls. While he endeavors to 
remain neutral in the competition 
among Repyblican presidential 
~ possibilities for support, he has in- 
dorsed most of Senator Taft's sug- 
gestions for organizing the new 
Congress. That, of course, does 
mot necessarily make him a Taft 
man. 

As Speaker, Martin will try to 
work hand in glove with Major- 
ity Leader Halleck, who momen- 
tarily gained a reputation for 
party progressivism in 1940 when 
he delivered the nominating 
speech for Wendell Willkie at the 
Philadelphia tonvention. While 
that action elevated Halleck to 
prominence, his subsequent voting 
record in Congress completely 
nullified the progressive tag us- 
ually associated with Willkie fol- 
lowers. 

The springboard for his selec- 
tion as majority leader was his 
yeoman service during the recent 
campaign as chairman of the 
Congressional Campaign Commit- 
tee. In that post he was the main 
distributor of funds to Republican 
candidates, a pre-Christmas San- 
ta Claus activity which was bound

He has learned much since he 
was elected to Congress in 1935, 
representing Indiana’s Second 
Congressional District. At 46, he is 
a dynamic speaker, an adept 
rough-and-tumble fighter on the 
floor, aggressive anc competent. 
He demonstrated his prowess as a 
good “infighter” by winning the 
coveted floor leadership in a be- 
hind-the-scenes tussle with Ohio’s 
Clarence Brown, who was backed 
by Senator Taft. 

The affinity between Halleck 
and Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of 
New York has worked to their 
mutual advantage. The New York 
Governor, a leading candidate for 
the Republican nomination in 
1948, braved party criticism by 
openly ‘indorsing Halleck for ma- 
jority leader prior to the party 
caucus in the House. Now that he 
has won that post, Halleck can be 
expected to reciprocate by lining 
up support for Dewey. 

Lambaster of New Deal. 

In their legislative views, Hal- 
leck and Martin are sure to har- 
monize. Halleck has been one of 
Congress's bounciest lambasters of 
the New Deal. Repeatedly he has 
denounced “regimentation and ex- 
travagance” in the Democratic ad- 
ministrations, Some of his friends 
insist he is a good prospect for the 
party vice-presidential nomination 
next year, foreseeing a Dewey- 
Halleck ticket. 

Representative Brown, a hefty, 
bull-voiced man of 53, retains much 
influence in the House despite his 
setback by Halleck. Owner of a 
chain of small-town Ohio newspa- 
pers (he has been aligned with 
Senator poe for many years), 
Brown ccessfully combined 
publishing with politics. He first 
came to Congress in 1939 and has 
been returned with safe margins 
every two years. In the campaign 
last autumn he acted as national 
campaign director for the Repub- 
lican National Committee, and, 
like Halleck, increased his stra- 
tegic position in the party. Party 
observers said he resented the 
“purse” position handed Halleck in 
the campaign. 

As one of the minority members 
of the powerful Rules Committee 
in past sessions, he constantly 
joined with his Republican’ asso- 
ciates and dissident Democrats in 
slowing or smothering bills in 
the committee sponsored by the 
administration. Now, as one of 
the leaders in the committee, Rep- 
resentative Brown's position on 
measures will be even more deci- 
sive. 

Any lineup of the new House 
leaders also must include Repre- 
sentative John Taber, chairman 
of the Appropriations Committee. 
Although he does not, have the 
bulk or the steam calliope voice 
ofeClarence Brown, nor the sharp- 
witted persuasiveness of Charles 
Halleck, Taber is more of an 
ogre than either of the other two 
in the eyes. of department heads 
and Cabinet members. This is due 
to his relentless crusade to cut 
budget requests to the marrow. By 
his own proud statement he wields

Advantageous Spot. 

Knutson last year voted with 
the majority of his party on 19 
out of every 20 controversial roll- 
calls. He was staunchly anti-OPA, 
and although a union member 
himself, voted for the anti-labor 
Qase bill and for overriding Tru- 
man’s veto of the measure. 

In other years he voted for the

out to get twice as much money 
for operations as he really needs. 

Even some of the New Yorker's 
own colleagues feel that Taber is 
often overzealous in acting as the 
watchdog of the Treasury. As a 
member “of the Appropriations 
Committee minority in past years, 
he stubbornly insisted that each 
budget item be separately justified 
by departmental officials, and when 
he was forced to yield ground to 
the majority he did so only after 
prolonged and acrimonious argu- 
ment. He has been obsessed with 
the idea that the centralization of 
Government in Washington has 
made it extravagant, wasteful and 
inefficient. As committee chair- 
man, Taber now is in position to 
give his stringent budget views 
the force of one-man law. To him 
it is a grand opportunity: The 
Democratic agencies are at the 
mercy of his committee, and his 
meat axe is razor-sharp from the 
stropping of new authority. 

Rose By Senlority. 

Taber climbed the committee 
ladder through the usual seniority 
process. He has served 12 con- 
secutive terms in the House. At 66, 
he is still a prodigious worker, 
and no one questions the sincerity 
of his massive efforts to reduce 
Government spending to a trickle. 
He is white-haired, wears horn- 
rimined giasses, goes in for 
stripped shirts and speckled ties, 
and has a tight, pursed mouth 
that makes up in self-righteous 
rancor what it lacks in oratorical 
force during floor clashes with 
less economy-minded legislators. 
Recently he has been gunning for 
Government information employes, 
who, he says, are making Wash- 
ington newsmen lazy, 

In many respects John Taber 
and Minnesota’s Harold Knutson, 
the new chairman of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, are 
ideological twins. 

Knutson, stocky, stubborn and 
leather-lunged, has been a mem- 
ber of Congress for thirty years, 
and during that time has changed 
his convictions very little. Physi- 
cally this small-town Northern 
publisher is reminiscent of a bald- 
headed wrestling terror named 
“The Angel,” but progressive 
legislators find little about him 
that can be called angelic. 

It was pure seniority, too, that 
raised Knutson to top man in the 
powerful Ways and Means Com- 
mittee. This yital group concerns 
itself with the Federal debt, re- 
ciprocal trade and tariff baryviers, 
which makes the chairman one 
of the most important men under 
the Capitol Dome. 

Knutson could scarcely wait un- 
til the elections were over before 
announcing he would introduce a 
bill to cut income taxes “across 
the board” by 20 per cent. The 
proposal, of course, would benefit 
greatly the big taxpayers in the 
upper brackets, with relatively 
slight’ benefit to those in the low 
income tax levels. When criticism 
of his proposal mounted, Knutson 
said he would amend it. For those 
making qver $300,000 a year, he 
said, the cut: would be only 10.5 
per cent. Less than 700 indi- 
viduals make more than $300,000

Wadsworth of New York, a mem- 
ber of the Rules Committee who 
helped lead his party’s swing 
away from isolationism; tall, dig- 
nified Charles A. Eaton, new 
chairman of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee, who customarily fol- 
lows the Republican party line on 
domestic issues and the Vanden- 
berg approach on foreign sub- 
jects; and Jesse P. Wolcott of 
Michigan, chairman of the power- 
ful Banking and Currency Com- 
mittee, who has been a consistent 
opponent of Government “inter- 
ference” with business, 

Everett M. Dirksen of Illinois, 
new chairman of the Committee 
on the District of Columbia, is a 
florid and effective speaker who 
may achieve a top position in the 
inner party councils, Chairman 
Fred A. Hartley Jr, of the new 
Committee on Education and 
Labor, who represents the Tenth 
New Jersey District, has generally 
followed the party line on labor 
matters but has not hesitated to 
desert the party on other issues.

Bill of Rights 


For World Seen 
As Aid to Peace 


United Nations Com- 
mission Tackles 
Giant Task of Draft- 
ing Measure.

LAKE SUCCESS, Jan. 25 (AP). 
EVENTEEN men and one 
woman — members of the 
United Nations commission on 

human rights — will meet here 

Monday to tackle a task so diffi- 

cult that mankind has never even 

tried it before, Their job is to 
formulate an international bill of 
righ's, regarded by. many dele- 

gates as one of the most im- 

portant foundations ‘of world 

peace. ; ; 

The commission is one of nine 
sub-bodies of the economic and 
social council, created to attack 
the causes of war at their roots. 
Drafters of the United Nations 
charter believed these included 
lacks of freedom, liberty, human 
rights, jobs, health and standards 
of comfortable living—all pro- 
vokers of unrest in which the 
seeds of war can grow. 

The commissions will convene 
during the next few. weeks to 
prepare recommendations to lay 
before their parent body ‘which 
meets February 28. Great interest 
is centered in the commission on 
human rights, because the prob- 
lems with which it is concerned 
affect the lives of every man, 
woman and child, 

Says Dr. John Humphrey of 
Canada, head of the division of 
human rights of the United Na- 
tions secretariat: 

“We need an international bill 
of rights because the dignity of 
men is a matter of international 


concern; that is to say all the) 
peoples in every land are directly 
affected by any denial of human 
rights in any country. Recent his- 
tory has shown that the denial of 
human rights has led to interna- 
tional strife and conflict. There 
can be no doubt that one of the 
causes of the last war was the 
denial by Nazi Germany of the 
rights, not, only of Germans, but 
of the peoples of other countries. 
Had there existed an effective in- 
ternational bill of rights in, say, 
1935, it might have been possible 
to avoid the war. 
Problem of Enforcement. 

“By an effective international 
bill of rights, I mean one that 
can be enforced by international 
action. There*must be provision 
for enforcement on the interna- 
tional level because it is generally 
recognized that, in the final an- 
alysis, human rights must be 
protected by some law higher 
than the law of the state. The 
(U.N.) charter refers to human 
rights in various places and sets 
forth the principle that there 
shall be no discrimination on 
grounds of race, sex, language or 
religion; but the charter does not 
define human rights, nor does it 
establish any machinery for their 
enforcement. 

“One of the most difficult 
problems. is the problem of en- 
forcement. Paragraph 7 of a reso- 
lution adopted by the economic 
and social council on June 21, 
1946, says that the purpose of the 
United Nations with regard to the 
promotion and observance of hu- 
man rights can only be fulfilled if 
provisions are made for the en- 
forcement of human rights and 
of an international] bill of rights.” 

The members of the commission 
on human rights are Australia, 
Eelgium, White Russia, Chile, 
China, Egypt, France, India, Iran, 
Lebanon, Panama, Philippine Re- 
public, Ukraine, United Kingdom, 
United States, U.S.S.R., Uruguay, 
Yugoslavia.

The commission’s first job is to 
decide what principles shall be 
incorpora..d in an international 
bi =6Cof rights. Will it guarantee 
Mr. and Mrs, John Public all over 
the world the right to: Vote, work, 
choose their religion or nation, 
belong to a union, own property, 
participate in elections and gov- 
ernment, form their own opinions 
and enjoy freedom of speech? 
Will it insure them the right to 
education, social security, ade- 
quate food and housing? These 
and many other questions will 
have to be considered. In many

The commission already has on

TURNING POINT FOR FRANCE

in the postwar history of France. 


Almost for the first time since 
the liberation there was through- 
out the people a sense of the re- 
covery of self-confidence. The 
Monnet Plan — a remarkable 
scheme for the economic recon- 
struction of the country—received 
the unanimous indorsement of all 
parties, A heartening alliance be- 
tween the Premier and the con- 
suming public achieved a general 
reduction of 5 per cent in_ prices 
—a real step to bringing order out 
of chaos in French finance, 

The Government really worked 
as a team; and it is worth noting 
that one of its: dutstanding suc- 
cesses was,Daniel Mayer, the Min- 
ister of Labor and former Secre- 
tary-General of the party, whose 
administrative ability was largely 
responsible for Blum’s success in 
getting prices reduced. For the 
first time one began to feel some 
relaxation of tension in the French 
political scene. With very notable 
skill Blum had gone far to re- 
storing a real feeling af unity 
among the French people. 

These were great achievements 
for a caretaker government which 
lasted only five weeks, But on 
the long view it may well be pos- 
sible that Blum’s visit to London 
may be regarded as the most re- 
markable of his successes. 

Renewal of Goodwill. 

He came to London mainly with 
a view to discussing the coal po- 
sition in France, which is as ser- 
ious as it is in most parts of Eu- 
rope. If on this hand he obtained 
little save an agreement for an 
increase, in the spring, of supplies 
from the Ruhr—if the position 
then makes it possible—he and 
Attlee and Bevin used to the full 
the opportunity of his visit to 
consider the general aspects of 
British-French policy. 

And here they created an atmos- 
phere of goodwill which is of high 
importance to the future of. Eu- 
rope. It is no secret that a wide 
gap has separated the two coun- 
tries in the last two years. There 
was the inheritance of mutual 
suspicion from the epoch of Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle’s supremacy. 
There were the French fears that 
Britain was working for the res- 
toration of a new Germany, strong 
enough to attempt a war of re- 
venge in the foreseeable future. 
There was the unhappy French 
feeling that British-Russian rela- 
tions had deteriorated to a point 
where no real collaboration—for 
witfich France was eager—was 
possible between the two govern- 
ments, There was the large ques- 
tion of the general character of 
British-French economic relations 
in the next ten years, 

It is a justifiable comment on 
the character of the discussions 
to say that they have provided a 
real basis for the renewal — for 
more than the renewal—of the 
entente cordiale between the two 
countries. Detailed negotiations 
have still to begin, but they will 
begin now in the light of the fact, 
first, that French suspicions of 
British purposes have been swept 
away. 

Reassurance on Germany. 

They have been made aware 
that though we shall do all in our 
power to rebuild a Germany with 
the right to hope, it will be with 
the right to hope to collaborate 
in peacemaking and not in the 
preparation for war. They have 
been convinced that the British 
Government is not willing to build 
full understanding with Russia, 
but they regard its achievement 
as quite indispensable to any real 
guarantee of peace in Europe. 
They have been shown that 
Britain has not the slightest in- 
tention of drifting into a position 
either of political or of economic 
dependency on the United States, 
that the supreme objective of its 
policy is to make the United Na- 
tions that primary factor in in- 
ternational affairs that between 
the two world wars the League 
of Nations should have been en- 
abled to become. And the prin- 
ciples at least were discussed for 
making British-French relations 
so close that they may well 
amount, when the actual details 
have been settled, to something 
like an effective customs union 
between the two countries. 


Blum, in short, made a visit 
that was not only a resounding 
personal triumph—how easily he 
is the first figure in European 
Socialism, he demonstrated as no 
Frenchman since Jaures has dem- 
onstrated it—but also a decisive

One of the very important 
results of these discussions is 
that both the Labor Government 
and the Labor party will give 
no support to the campaign 
Churchill has just launched for 
a United States of Europe.

Russia is especially excluded 
from membership on the ground 
that it really forms a regional 
bloc of its own.

On Drugs That 
Produce Sleep 


Government Officials 
Are Much Puzzled 
About Where All 
the Barbiturates Go.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25 (AP) 
OVERNMENT officials say 
it’s anybody’s guess where all 
the barbiturates go. The Unit- 

ed States now produces almost 

600,000 pounds of barbiturates— 

sleep-profucing drugs—each year, 

Experts calculate an “average 
medicinal dose” at about twe 
grains. They estimate the 1945 
production of 582,000 pounds was. 
sufficient to put every man, woman 
and child in the United States te 
sleep each night for two weeks. 
Or to put more than 5,000,000 per- 
sons to sleep every night fer a 
year. 

No federal laws regulate barbt- 
turate sales, and many states have 
no barbiturate laws or don’t re 
quire the drug to be sold on pre- 
scription Thirty-one states, in- 
cluding Missouri, do require the 
drug to be sold on prescription, 

Strong Controls Urged, 

The entire organized profession 
of the pharmaceutica] and drug 
industry, represented by the Na- 
tional Drug Trade Council, is cam- 
paigning for stronger controls, 

The uncil is sponsoring 4 
“model” law which it is asking 
state legislatures to enact. This 
law would not only make it illegal 
for an individual to possess sleep- 
ing pills without a prescription 
but would tighten control all along 
the line for manufacturer, whole- 
saler, doctor and druggist. Repre- 
sentative Rogers ‘(Rep.), Massa- 
chusetts, has,introduced a bill to

And, second, the policy of the 
Labor Government as of the La- 
bor party is one of real determina- 
tion to achieve lasting friendship 
with Russia.

“Taken with alcohol or alone, 
these drugs are dangerous be 
cause if a man tries to drive 
while under their influence he is” 
a hazard to other drivers and 
pedestrians, not only himself. 

“His mentality is dulled and.

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INDIANS PRESENT 
NEW PROBLEM IN 


BUILDING OF DAM 


Krug, MVA Man, Re- 
Rejects Offer of Land 


for Tribes’ 
Needed 


Project.

CHEYENNE, Wyo., Jan. 25—A 
new complication has arisen in 
the efforts of the Army’s Corps 
of Engineers to push progress on 
Garrison Dam, their biggest pro- 
ject in the Pick-Sloan plan for 
development of the Missouri river. 
It is over the problem which has 
plagued the Army for about a 
year as to what to do with 1800 
Indians in three tribes on Fort 
Berthold Reservation, whose 
farms would be submerged by the 
dam. 

The Post-Dispatch made inquiry 
about this situation at the recent 
meeting here of the Missouri 
Basin Inter-Agency Committee. 

Secretary of the Interior Krug 
rejected last month the Army's 
offer of substitute landg for the 
Indians. Now the Army does not 
know what it can do, but it is 
continuing negotiations with the 
Office of Indian Affairs, a bureau 
in Krug’s department. 

Seven-Year Delay Expected. 

If Congress should pass the 
pending appropriation for continu- 
ing work on the dam for the next 
fiscal year without attaching a 
rider about the Indian lands, the 
Army engineers believe they can 
proceed with work on the dam 
proper. Even if they should gain 
this advantage, they doubtless 
would have to meet the issue some 
time before the project is put into 
serviee. It is estimated that seven 
years may pass before water 
would be impounded in the reser- 
voir. 

However, the Three Affiliated 
Tribes, representing 300 families 
of Gros Ventres, Arikaris and 
Mandans, were active in getting 
a fider attached last year and 
probably will be on the job again 
this time. 

It is pointed out by Army offi- 
cers that there was something of 
a joker in last year’s appropria- 
tion, under which a construction 
town, a temporary bridge and an 
access road and railroad have 
been built at the site, north of 
Bismarck. The rider required the 
Army to make an offer of substi- 
tute land to the Indians, and pro- 
vided that none of the money 
could be spent on the dam itself 
until the offer was made of sub- 
stitute land, which the Secretary 
of the Interior would approve as 
“equal in quality and sufficient in 
area to compensate the tribes for 
the land inundated by Garrison 
Dam.” 

The offer had to be made by 
Jan. 1, 1947. It was submitted 
about Dec. 1 and later rejected by 
Secretary Krug as unacceptable. 
The joker was that no provision 
was made in the rider as to 
whether the offer had to be ac- 
ceptable and what would be done 
about the situation if the offer 
were rejected. It might:be con- 
tended now that the Army was no 
longer bound by the rider, having 
carried out the terms of making 
an offer within the required time. 

Indians Unwilling to Move. 

Substitute lands offered by the 
Army to the Indians—who have 
been unwilling to move anywhere 
—were in a 145,000-acre tract 50 
miles downstream from the dam 
site, near Bismarck. The Army 
also proposed to restore to the 
reservation 14,570 acres of alien- 
ated lands, which the Indians 
had soid heretofore. Thus the 
offer was nearly equivalent to the 
area of fhe portion of the reser- 
vation to be inundated, about 176,- 
000 acres. 

“When the present initial work 
at Garrison is completed in the 
spring,” it has been stated by 
Brig. Gen. Lewis A. Pick, Army 
division engineer, “the project will 
be at a virtual stand still until 
the Indian relocation problem is 
settled and new funds made 
available.” 

Similar problems with Indian 
relocation are expected to arise 
elsewhere in the Missouri basin 
as the Pick-Sloan plan progresses. 
An ironic fact about the Garrison 
Dam situation is that the Army 
finds itself blocked, at least tem- 
porarily, by the Interior Depart- 
ment. The Army engineers and 
the Interior Department’s Bureau 
of Reclamation have not seen 
eye to eye on the plan for this, 
dam, among other things. Secre- 
tary Krug has come out openly 
for the principle of valley author- 
ities, such as the proposed Mis- 
souri Valley Authority, which 
would supplant Pick-Sloan.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 25. 
TATE Department employes 
assigned to administer vet- 
erans’ affairs in England are 
concerned at the prospect of 
claims. which may be submitted 
on behalf of abandoned war brides 
and illegitimate children. 
There are some 6500 brides, and 
estimates on the children run as 
high as 8000. 

Many English war wives may be 
qualified for a share in veterans 
disability payments or to collect 
on life insurance. Illegitimate 
children may have claims if par- 
enthood was acknowledged by the 
fathers. 

Already one English welfare 
authority has publicly urged the 
United States to appropriate 
$100,000 to build a center in Eng- 
land for illegitimate children of 
American service men, :

A search of his swank Cam- 
bridge apartment disclosed loot 
valued at $10,000 which had been 
stolen from Harvard dormitories 
and even from the apartments of 
his friends, Also found in the 


apartment were three little black 


books in ‘which he had listed the 
names of United States Senators, 
former Ambassadors and scores 


of fashionable society girls in. 


Washington, Philadelphia, Boston 
and New York. ; 

The immaculate “front” and 
regal -bearing of the Raffles 
Romeo gave him entre into so- 
ciety’s favorite haunts and the 
quarters of exrGIs in Harvard's 
halls.. The revelation that Park- 
hurst, the darling of the debu- 
tantes, was under arrest as a thief 
in the most bizarre career of 
thefts in Harvard history, sent 
matrons from the “400” and their 
daughters scurrying for ‘cover. 
People shown in company with 
him in photos at Boston and New 
York night clubs took a dim view 
of their acquaintance with the 
prisoner when questioned by in- 
vestigators and passed off their 
friendship by describing him as a 
chance acquaintance.

tory in Hartford, Conn., before the 
war. He told friends there he 
joined the Naval Reserve because 
it was “socially proper.” When 
the reserves were ordered into 
service, he found himself an ordi- 
nary seaman and he thought that 
“a seaman'’s rank was no rating 
for a Harvard man.” 

The Government checks he 
stole and forged were sent to 
ex-G.l.s for subsistence during 
their studies at Harvard, Detec- 
tives revealed that Parkhurst was 
also adept at stealing personal

27, 1919, and was graduated from 
Newton high school, where his 


chief fame was a track star. He - 


‘was an undefeated 1000-yarder in 
schoolboy competition. After his 
graduation in 1937, he entered 
Harvard but left after a year and 
worked for an airline. In seeking 
his release from the Navy, he ap- 
pealed not only to Mrs. Roosevelt 
but to a governor and two ad- 
mirals and promised them that he 
would join the Canadian Air 
Force, | 

Instead, he obtained a post, with 
the War Production Board and 
from there transferred to an air- 
plane factory at Hartford, Conn. 
He was drafted from Cambridge 
in August, 1944, remaining in the 
Army as a private until he was 
released from service on Sept. 8, 
1945, with a medical discharge. A 
month after entering service, he 
sprained both ankles while run- 
ning an obstacle course. Later he 
was treated for a running ear. 
For both service connected ‘in- 
juries, he received a monthly 
compensation of $27.60. 

On June 15, 1945, he was mar- 
ried to Doris Marlillian Johnson 
of Prattville, Ala., in Auguaga 
County, Ala. Two months later, 
his wife was granted a divorce. 
Letters found in Parkhurst’s 
apartment concerned the divorce 
action and indicated that litiga- 
tion is pending involving a child.

As a disabled veteran, Park- 
hurst was declared eligible for 
college training and under the 
GI Bill of Rights, he re-entered 
Harvard on Feb, 4, '1946, to com- 
plete his courses for a bachelor of 
arts degree. While at Harvard, he 
received a $105-a-month = sub- 
sistence. On Aug. 31, 1946, he was 
asked to.withdraw from Harvard 
by college officials because of fail- 
ure to keep up in his studies. 


Parkhurst’s explanation of his 
thefts was that he used the money 


to cure a Boston girl from drug 
addiction out federal agents said 
that the alibi was “fantastic”. A 
checkup showed that the Boston 
society girl is not, and never had 
been addicted to drugs, despite 
his story that he doled out the 
narcotics a little at a time to her. 

When federal agents questiGned 
him after he was nabbed in the 
Newton liquor store, the unper-

VER since we've been at new Possum Trot Farm, Mama 

E has insisted that the name is really a misnomer because 
we-have no possum, The other day, we got one but he 
didn't stay long.

Yesterday I spit on my finger, 
held it up in the air to test the wind, took careful note of 
the clouds which have hung over the valley all week and studied 
our new barometer. THe wind had dried up some of the mud 
and all the signs said “fair.”

There’s something 
about butchering day on the farm that just seems to attract the 
men-folks—and to tell the truth, I believe the women enjoy it 
just as much. Anyhow, I got everything ready the evening be- 
fore: the big kettles for’ heating water, the scalding barrel 
which I had to borrow from Perry and all the knives which I 
honed down razor-sharp. You don’t really have to do this latter, 
because every man brings his own knives to a hog-killing and 
it's been that way since time out of mind.

While he never went around 
actually boasting about them, 
the odds were he could match 
arteries with anyone in the 
country and, artery for artery, 
more than hold his own.

Dr. Oscar Strauss of Chicago - 


came out with his recent state- 
ment about warmed-over cof- 
fee and arteries. Dr. Strauss 
said that drinking warmed- 
over coffee would cause hard- 
ening of the arteries.

Chemists are, to put it mildly, 
surprised to hear about it, and 
doetors take a dim view of it 
generally. 

When it comes to being 
downright disturbed, however, 
none of them can hold a candle 
to Otis C. Provost of Maple- 
wood, who is director of an or- 
ganization called “Citizens In- 
formation Bureau of the United 
States” (to be incorporated) 
which devotes itself, according 
to his letterhead, to “exposures 
of political and financial cor- 
ruption” and has as its goal 
five million members, dues for 
which is two bits a year.

So, he 
says, have the rest of the cof- 
fee dealers. 

“Two women called me one 
day,” he said, “and they were 
both very indignant, They said 
they had been drinking 
warmed-over coffee all their 
lives, and their mothers and 
grandmothers before them did 
the same thing and that noth- 
ing happened to them, Further- 
more, the women said, their 
arteries definitely were not 
hardening. 

O’Connor could only assure 
them he was happy about the 
arteries in their families, and 
that he had nothing to do with 
the article. Several women, 
he said, have called and de- 
manded to know what stake 
the coffee industry had in the 
article. All of which makes 
O’Connor and the other mem- 
bers of the Coffee Club very 
sad because its value as propa- 
ganda is in reverse, 

“It works like this,” he ex- 
plained. “If people think cof- 
fee is harmful warmed over, 
then it leaves the thought in 
their mind that there must be 
something harmful about cof- 
fee at any time. Then they 
begin to worry about their ar- 
teries,”

Coffee dealers, O’Connor said, 
have never made a survey to 
see how many people drink 
warmed-over coffee, but they 
know a lot of people do it. He 
does it himself, in fact, and if 
his arteries have stiffened he is 
not aware of it. 

H. BE. Weidemann, research 
chemist who specializes in ana- 
lyzing food products, said the 
subject had been discussed 
among chemists since Dr. 
Strauss made his announce- 
ment and it was the general 
opinion that the doctor was 
“splitting hairs.” 

Coffee, when freshly made, 
Doctor Strauss had said, can be 
emulsified and carried away 
by the human body without any 
harmful effects. Once the oil in 
coffee is separated, he warned, 
it will not unite again on re- 
heating. This oily substance, he 
said, is an irritant to the inner 
wall of the blood vessels and 
thereby a contributing factor 
‘to diseases of the arteries. 

“Look at the people who live 
to a ripe old age after drinking 
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warmed-over coffee all 
lives,” Weidemann pointed out. 
“I know people who have kept 
a pot of coffee on the back of 
the stove for years, just adding 
a little fresh coffee and water 
now and then—of course some 
of that coffee will curl your 
hair, but it doesn’t seem to hurt 
anyone,”

“T can only think,” he con- 
cluded, “of my poor old grand- 
mother, She only lived to be 
90 years old, poor thing. And 
she never took the coffee pot 
off the stove.”

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'Good Old Days When Radio Was Young 


NEW YORK, Jan. 25. 

N the light of current advertis- 
ine practices, it’s illuminating to 

look back or the early days of 
advertising on the radio as re- 
vealed in a new book entitled 
“Commercial Broadcasting Pio- 
neer — the WEAF Experiment 
1922-1926” by William Peck Ban- 
ning. WEAF, the first station to 
accept advertising, was then 
owned by the American Telephone 
& Telegraph Co, 

Neither the company nor the 
public were at all sure in 1922 
that advertising was the proper 
financial support for broadcasting. 
The press, eyeing a potential com- 
petitor, was both dubfous and 
alarmed. 

Consequently, A. T. & T., which 
was_still primarily in the business 
of selling telephone service, laid 
down strict rules to avoid offend- 
ing the public. Banning reminds 
us that no direct advertising was 
permitted in those days. In other 
words, the sponsor could not in- 
vite thé public to buy its product. 
Sales arguments about the virtue 
of the product, now taken as a 
matter of course, were totally 
banned. 
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About all the sponsor got for 
his money was the privilege of 
saying that so-and-so presented 
the program. -However, A. T. & 
T. relaxed enough to allow spon- 
sors to label various entertainers 
with their names. This brought 
out a rash of trade-named sing- 
ers and comedians which will 
stir memories in-anyone who 
remembers those days. 
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REMEMBER THE Happiness 
Boys (Billy Jones and Ernest 
Hare), one of radio’s earliest com- 
edy teams, who were sponsored by 
the Happiness Candy Stores? 
Those were the days (1923) of the 
Cliquot Club Eskimos, the Ipana 
Troubadours, the Gold Dust Twins, 
and the A, & P. Gypsies. The 
Cliquot Club Eskimos, inciden- 
tally, were the first to introduce 
sound effects, The program began 
and ended with the yelping of 
Eskimo dogs and the jingling of 
sleigh bells. Some of the trade- 
named outfits were jaw-breakers, 
particularly the B. Fischer and 
Company’s Astor Coffee Dance Or- 
chestra. 

Ah, the good old days! Back in

1923, WEAF would not permit a 
vacuum cleaner company to use the 
phrase, “Sweep no more, my lady,” 
contending that this paraphrase of 
“Weep no more, my lady,” from 
“My Old Kentucky Home,” would 
offend music lovers. This item is 
passed along to all those who to- 
day pillage the classics in search 
of a good singing commerciai tune. 
Anyone who has ever been driven 
frantic by that B.O, foghorn will 
be interested in knowing that 
WEAF once held up the first pro- 
gram to be sponsored by a tooth- 
paste company for several weeks 
because the station manager 
thought the public would be out- 
raged at the mention of anything 
so personal as toothpaste. 
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IN SPITE of these careful regu- 
lations, advertising on the air was 
a subject of hot controversy. In 
the spring of 1922, “Printer’s Ink” 
ran an editorial which, in the light 
of subsequent developments, has 
a prophetic ring. “Handled with 
tact and discretion, radio advertis- 
ing might become effective and 
profitable; on the other hand, it 
may easily be handled in such a 


purpose, but also to react unfa- 
vorably upon advertising in gen- 
eral. ... Any attempt to make 
radio an advertising medium, in 
the accepted sense of the term, 
would, we think, prove positively 
offensive to great numbers of peo- 
] 


ple. . 
“The family circle is not a pub- 


lic place and advertising has no 
business intruding there unless it 
is invited, ...The man who does 
not want to read a paint ad in the 
newspaper can turn the page and 
reag something else. But the man 
on the end of the radio must listen 
or shut off entirely. That is a 
big distinction that ought net to 
be overlooked.” 
x &. ®& 

That, as a matter of fact, is 
still the biggest distinction be- 
tween printed and oral advertis- 
ing—the matter of choice, But, 
unfortunately, the conclusions 
reached by “Printer’s Ink” were 
only partially right. As radio 
commercials became worse and 
worse, the public certainly be- 
came offended, but, on the other 
hand, the advertising did not— 
as the editor believed—defeat 
its own purpose. 
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ADVERTISING MEN have 
learned a lot of things about their 
trade since 1922. One of them is 
that the customer may be bitterly 
offended by radio commercials 
and will still buy the product. 
Some of the greatest sales results 
have been achieved by some of 
the world’s worst commercials. 
LS MFT, an irritating attention- 
getter which has been excoriated 
by countless radio listeners, 
brought a tremendous increase in 
sales to Lucky Strike cigarettes. 


The fact that advertising on the 
air intrudes whether you want it 
or not has been proved to be one 
of its strongest, not weakest, 
points. You can hardly blame the 
sponsags for attempting to push 
sales as high as possible but the 
broadcasters can hardly be ex- 
cused for permitting it. 
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ANYWAY RADIO advertising 
has come a long, long way since 
1923—most of it straight down. To 
quote that old chestnut of Alex-

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Stuttering or stammering is 
normal in children from 2 to 
4 years of age. It represents 
a stage in their vocabulary 
growth wherein they think fas- 
ter than they can utter words. 
You have all probably noticed 
that in learning a foreign lan- 
guage, you can understand ideas 
expressed in the alien tongue 
long before you can speak it 
fluently. 
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SO IT IS WITH young children. 
They have a much larger “think- 
ing” vocabulary than they have 
a speaking vocabulary. Thus, 
they stumble and hunt for words 
with which to express their faster 
flowing ideas. But this quite 
normal type of speech defect can 
become fastened on the child for 
life if it is called to his attention 
‘by worrying parents, and if he 
is made to feel self-conscious or 
inferior because of it. 

Ignore the stammering and stut- 


tering of the pre-school child, for 


he'll usually grow out of it be- 
fore kindergarten. If you build 
up a taut, nervous environment 
around him, however, and scold 
him or make him acutely aware 
of his defect, you may then “fix” 
his stuttering all the rest of his 
life. 
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THE FIRST STAMMERING be- 
gins at 3 or 4 years of age. The 
next period where it appears is 
at 12 or 14, when adolescents are 
becoming self-conscious owing to 
the onset of puberty. And a final 
period may in the late teens 
or early twenties when dating 
with the opposite sex begins. After 
this normal. three-year-old stage, 
stuttering and stammering are 
usually a sign of stage fright in 
a social situation. Instead of their 
knees quaking, these victims find 
their throat muscles going into 
spasms. 

And the more they pay atten- 
tion to their defect, the worse it 
becomes. Parents are often 
largely responsible for “setting”

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this bad habit in their youngsters, 
because they keep harping on it. 
These persons can usually sing 
quite well, or talk to animals, and 
often to children. If they arbit- 
rarily pitch their voices higher or 
lower then usual, they can avoid 
stuttering. 
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SOMETIMES IF they place a 
couple of smooth pebbles in their 
mouth, it will help. Why? Be 
cause they become so attentive 
to these artificial situations that 
they forget themselves and their 
audience. Concern over swallow- 
ing the pebbles causes partial 
forgetfullness of the social situ- 
ation. A big wad of chewing gum 
may serve in lieu of Demosthenes’ 
pebbles. 

‘Or let the stutterer bite down 
on his tongue and keep it im- 
prisoned between his molars while 
he is talking. This is excellent 
strategy. 
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The stutterer should also prac- 
tice relaxation while reading 
aloud. ‘If you grow tense, try 
to relax every muscle fiber and 
whistle a note to break the 
strain. As confidence grows, 
stuttering disappears. 
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A SHY, WALLFLOWER type is 

more likely to remain a victim 
than is the socially well adjusted 
man or woman. So extroverting 
methods and the possession of 
social accomplishments thus help 
build up the _ stutter’s morale.

Miss Ryan, after labeling Leo

nial venture. His first marriage, 
which he seldom mentions to his 
biographers, toek place when he 
was playing in Cincinnati in the 
late 20’s after a brief but colorful 
term with the Yankees, Her name 
was Ruby Hartley and she di- 
vorced LIro in 1934, charging he 
swatted her in the course of a 
quarrel, 


It was that same year that he 
married Grace Dozier, St. Louis 
dress designer, which marriage 
lasted for nine years, probably the 
most progressive years of Leo’s 
life. She taught him to save his 
money, something Leo had never 
been able to do, and under her in- 
fluence he changed from a com- 
pletely carefree, irresponsible in- 
dividual into a comparatively sol- 
vent and comparatively sober- 
minded citizen and ball player. 

His courtship and marriage with 
Miss Dozier were conducted in 
Leo’s usual impetuous fashion. 
He telephoned her steadily for 
three days until she finally agreed 
to have dinner with him. Five days 
before the end of the 1934 season, 
when the Cardinals were two 
games out of first place, they 
were married, as a result of which, 
according to legend, the Cardinals 
won the pennant. 

As the story goes, Miss Dozier 
had refused Leo’s proposals of 
marriage until Leo wasn’t able to 
keep his mind on baseball where 
it belonged. Finally he went to 
Branch Rickey and said, “Mr. 
Rickey, if you'll talk her into mar- 
rying me, I'll guarantee we'll win 
the pennant.”

ICKEY, who knew Miss Do- 
zier and also knew Leo, said 
that was asking too much, 
even for a pennant. But he 
called Miss Dozier and asked her 
if it were true she was consider- 


ing marriage with Durocher.

“Ye gods, madam, do you know 
what you’re doing?” But they 
were married. And the Cards 
won the pennant, 


While married to Miss Dozier, 
Leo became solvent for perhaps 
the first time in his career as a 
baseball player. From the day he 
moved up from the Hartford, 
Conn., team, where he broke in as 
a rookie in 1925, to join the New 


York Yankees, money’ had been. 


Ome of his chief sources of trouble. 
As one sports writer put it, 
“money never meant much to Leo, 
as long as he could come up with 
some,” 
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HEN he joinéd the Yankees 
he started palling around 
with Babe Ruth, who was 
making around $80,000 a year to 
Leo’s $4500. He tried to keep pace 
with the Babe’s style of living, as 


a result of which he found him- 
self, within a couple of years, 
hopelessly in debt. 


This situation prevailed, more 
or less continuously, even until 
the time he landed in St. Louis 
with the Cardinals in 1934. 


Loud talk and fancy clothes be- 
came Leo’s trademarks early in 
his career. as a baseball player. 
When he first joined the Yankees 
in 1928 he made it clear he was 
a man to contend with, verbally 
at least, from the start. His in- 
ability to hit a ball, which later 
won him the nickname of “The 
All American Out” drew ridicule 
from Babe Ruth who told him 
one day: “You ain’t stayin’ in this 
league long, buddy. You gotta be 
able to hit to stick up here.” 

Leo looked him over and said, 
“1eah? Listen, you big slob, I've 
got a brain. Al] you got is a

strong back, We'll see who stays 
in the big leagues the longest.” 

Before the season was over he 
had managed to clash with Ty 
Cobb, then in the twilight of his 
career, As the story goes, Cobb 
was on first base and he yelled 
at Leo, “Hey, busher, ya better 
get ready to sidestep. I’m gonna 
steal on the next pitch and I’m 
coming in high.” There are two 
versions of what followed, One is 
that Leo measured him, just as he 
had Ruth, and said, “I'll be wajt- 
in’ for ya, big mouth.” The other 
is that Leo was waiting for him 
and gave him the hip when he 
came in setting Cobb on his pos- 
terior. 


He established his reputation as 
a fashion plate during his first 
training: season with the Yankees 
in St. Petersburg, Fla. A few days 
after the team arrived, Leo came 
down to the hotel lobby one night 
wearing white tie and tails and 
carrying a cane. It caused sev- 
eral ball players to swallow their 
chewing tobacco and almost 
caused Miller Huggins, the one 
man who then had faith in Du- 
rocher, to lose it. 


By 1934, when he had joined the 
Cardinals, Leo had become the 
acknowledged “king of the jock- 
eys” in baseball. A jockey, in base- 
ball parlance, is a man who can 
talk more and loudér than the op- 
position or the umpire. Leo’s um- 
pire baiting has wone him a colos- 
sal reputation as a comeback art- 
ist, a reputation which, as Bill 
Corum once wrote, is all out of 
proportion with the facts. 

“Leo is supposed to be a ‘quick 
study and a wisecracker,” Corum 
wrote, “although I don’t remem- 
ber his ever having delivered him- 
self of any memorable repartee. 
In that respect, he is just one of 
those ‘Oh, is that so?’ guys. He 
got a reputation for being good 
with his tongue because he exer- 
cised it so steadily. ,..” 
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HILE Leo always cut a fancy 
figure as a playboy, it wasn’t 
until he went to Brooklyn 
and became manager of the Dodg- 
ers that he really began to devol- 
op his potentialities along that 


line. With salary and bonuses to- 
taling around $80,000 a year, he 
didn’t have to worry about money 
and in no time at all he became 
an ornament to such places as the 
Stork Club and El Morocco, 


In 1943 his wife divorced him, 
charging, in what might be called 
a masterpiece of understatement, 
that he possessed a “very uneven 
temperament.” She also asserted 
he was squandering his earnings 
in- long distance automobile and 
airplane trips. 


It was during this period that 
Leo began to court the theatrica 
set. Sports writers. complain 
that they could never get a #ri- 
vate interview with Leo because 
his office was always cluttered up 
with people like George Raft and 
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Danny Kaye and perhaps a bevy 
of chorus cuties. Raft has for a 
number of years been not only 
Leo’s friend but something of a 
beau ideal. Leo has his suits made 
by Raft’s tailor. 


Despite his loud mouth and his 
brash manner (one acquaintance 
said of Leo that he’s the kind of a 
guy who can walk into a billiard 
parlor and immediately it becomes 
a pool hall), The Lip has had few 
Physical encounters. The most 
notable came last summer when 
he was arrested on a charge of as- 
saulting a spectator at a Dall 
game in Brooklyn,

tian, charged that Durocher and 

Joe Moore, a special officer at 
Ebbets Field, took him below the 
grandstand, hit him with a black- 
jack and that Durocher then beat 
him while he was down, breaking 
his jaw. Said Durocher: “I never 
touched him, He broke his jaw 
when he fell down trying to run 
away.” Durocher was acquitted 
and a damage suit brought by 
Christian was settled out of court. 


Leo has come a long way since 
the day he left West Springfield, 
Mass., where he grew up on the 
wrong side of the tracks and 
learned to take care of himself 
with his fists and his wits. When 
he was made manager of the 
Dodgers he realized a life-long 
ambitics not only of his own but, 
according to legend, his father’s. 
The legend also goes that when 
he got the job he hurried to the 
bedside of his dying father and 
whispered the news to him, just 
in time to enable the old man to 
die happy. 


There was a time, one of Leo's 
intimates says of him, he thought 
it was a big night if he could 
stand at the corner of Broadway 
and Seventy-second street with 
enough coins in his pocket to jin- 
gle at passersby. Now any place 
west of Fifth avenue gives him 
the creeps. He lives in a large 
and lavish apartment on the East 
Side and a florist has standing 
orders to deliver cut flowers daily. 
He is happiest when in night 
clubs like the Stork and El Moroc- 
co, even though he seldom drinks 
anything stronger than coke. 

He wears $175 suits, of which he 
has some 15 to 20, hig shoes are 
custom built, his shirts are mono- 
grammed and his ties are expen- 
sive, There is no doubt that he 
now holds without question the 
title he has always cherished of 
being the best dressed ballplayer 
in the business. 

He plays gin rummy for high 
stakes, and will bet on anything 
but a ball game. He has a lot of 
acquaintances but few intimate 
friends, And those friends, com- 
pelled to explain Leo, always say 
that you have to admit that what- 
ever the Lip has achieved in life 
or baseball, he fought for. Even 
though he was never very partic- 
ular how he fought.

ST. LOUIS reader, noting that 
A Picnara Strauss has been 

called before a de-Nazification 
court in Garmisch, wants to know 
the process by which a musician 
could be definitely classified as 
pro-Nazi. A writer, a painter or 
an actor, he says, can lend him- 
self in direct ways to the further- 
ance of an evil cause. But a com- 
poser of music? Can he write 
Fascist music that can be plainly 
identified as such? Is the Lenin- 
grad Symphony by Shostakovitch 
“communistic” music per se? In 
short, can ideology be expressed 
in music? 

There are ways, of course, in 
which a composer can make prop- 
agenda through his music, even 
aside from the matter of title or 
dedication. If an Italian composer 
had written a symphonic arrange- 
ment of “Giovanezza,” his sympa- 
thy for the Fascist regime could 
scarcely have been doubted. Simi- 
larly, if Strauss had set to music 
a poem by Goebbels, one could as- 
sume that he had the intention of 
giorifying Nazism. 

In these cases, however, the 
music would have. acquired sig- 
nificance because of an associa- 
tion with non-musical phenomena. 
Speaking in its own language and 
without benefit. of extra-musical 
clues, music cannot convey a lit- 
eral meaning; none, at | , that 
can be accurately translated into 
words. This is not to say that 
music is just sound and nothing 
more. It is a form of communi- 
cation and it has a meaning which 
is capable of an infinite variety, 
but its correspondence to definite 
mental images is at best vague 
and associational. 
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BECAUSE OF ITS associations, 
music often can be identified with 
a certain region. The character- 
istics of Hungarian or Spanish 
nationalistic music are easily rec- 
ognized because they derive from 
the songs or dances of the people 
and have certain specific rhythmic 
and melodic contours. And the 
folk music in turn was produced 
by a not always traceable way of 
life involving work habits, play 
habits, the use of crude instru- 
ments and many other factors. 

It is possible, then, for a com- 
poser to let his audience know 
that his music is concerned with 

. He may even suggest a 
thunderstorm in Spain by resort- 
ing to a direct imitation of nature. 
But the composer has never lived 
who could tell you, in music, that 
the hero of his Spanish sketch 
was wearing high boots and a 
fawn-colored raincoat. 

It follows then that there can be 
no such thing as specifically “com- 
munistic” music and that no man 
can be identified directly with an 
ideology on the exclusive evidence 
of music he has written. There 
can be Russian music and there 
can be music which suggests the 
march of armies so that a réason- 
ably skillful composer can regis- 
ter, in genera] terms, the ideas of 
“Russia” and “War.” The specific 
happenings at Leningrad, however, 
are comparable to the raincoat 
and high boots, and one who would 
know about them must read the 
historians. Likewise, if he wants 
to be informed about the theory 
of surplus value, he must consult 
Marx and not the symphonies of 
Shostakovitch. 
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It will not be an eas} thing to 
start at this late date an attempt 
to bridge this gap between your 
husband and yourself. It can be 
done, however, if you go about 
it with a determination to once 
again find common ground. Often 
the beginning of a man’s devotion 
to work comes when his wife's 
preoccupation with the children 
becomes so great that she seems 
to be unaware of his existence. 
He feels pushed out into the cold, 
and lacking companionship, turns 
to his work for solace, Perhaps if 
your husband gave you some af- 
fection, if you felt reassured of 
his love, this being left alone so 
much wouldn’t be so hard to 
take, 

Some men, however, seem to 
actually fall in love with their 
business and be unable to give any 
thought or affection elsewhere. 
This habit has grown on your 
husband over a period of years, 
and it is possible that he is un- 
aware how little you see of him 
these days. 

Some day when you can per- 
suade him to pause in his flight, 
it would be a good idea to ask 
him to wedge in a “conference” 
with his wife, between other im- 
portant conferences, and agree to 
see what can be done about the 
home situation, You would like 
to see to it that business there 
does not continue as usual, and it 
is up to him to help make the 
necessary changes.

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Predatory Practices.

just enough fooling around with 
dissonance and doubtful tonality | 
to give it seasoning. The indi- | 
cated descriptive word is “bour- } 
geois,” a quality he shares with | 
Rubinstein, much of Richard/| 
Strauss and many others. 

It is ironical that this is what 
it takes to satisfy his Communist 
mentors, who in the ideological 
field are the sworn enemies of the 
“Bourgeoisie.” It only undescores 
the irony to say that “Capitalist” 
composers could write in the same 
spirit without disturbing a single 
article in whatever political credo 
they mighf have. 
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AS FOR THE MEN and women 
who compromised themselves by 
playing in with the Nazi and Fas- 
cist regimes, their guilt will have 
to be determined by their actions 
as human beings. If it could be 
proved that Kirsten Flagstad gave 
aid and comfort to a detestable 
enemy, that would constitute suf- 
ficient grounds for barring her 
from the American concert stage. 
Similarly the guilt of Richard 
Strauss will depend on whether by 
direct aid he buttressed the Nazi 
Cause. The evidence of that will 
have to be found elsewhere than 
in his music if it is to prove any- |...

OULADES OF BEEF, often called “beef birds,’ are a favorite 
dish of Park Plaza Hotel’s under-chef, Conrad Longolius. He 
serves them with “spaetzle” (pronounced spehts-luh)—tiny egg 

dumplings put through a colander and boiled in salted water for 
five minutes. 

Dressing for six or eight roulades requires one-half pound 
veal and one-fourth pound pork, ground; one beaten egg, one 
teaspoon minced parsley, two tablespoons chopped onion, salt 
and: pepper to taste, and a dash of nutmeg. 

Roulades are browned well on all sides in a skillet. They 
are then placed in a casserole with one bay leaf, a little sliced 
carrot, and a thin slice of onion. Sprinkle with seasoning and 
flour. Pour over them one cup meat stock, cover, and bake in a 
moderate oven (350 degrees) for an hour or until meat is done. 
Baste at frequent intervals with stock and meat juice. Provide 
about a third of a — of beef for each roulade. 

For spaetzle, three whole eggs well. Stir in one cup 
flour which has been sifted with one-fourth teaspoon salt, and a 
pinch of nutmeg. Add one-half cup milk and mix well.

MODERN metropolis is a highly complex physical, social, 
economic structure. When allowed to grow haphazardly 
—as St. Louis did for a century.and a half—chaotic con- 
ditions usually result. Once fine residential areas degenerate 
into unhealthy slums that contribute to disease and crime. 
The social fabric begins to crumble, traffic and transporta- 
tion systems break down, people move elsewhere, economic 
blight sets in. 

An alternative to the type of unregulated growth that 
leads to regression and disintegration is systematic planning. 
This planning must include improvements that will attract 
people, commerce and industry. 

Nearly a year ago, Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann requested 
the City Plan Commission to draw up a comprehensive plan 
for St. Louis which would co-ordinate slum clearance, mass 
housing, public health, recreational and educational programs. 
He wanted an over-all design for the long-range development 
of the city. After nine months of study, the Commission has 
come forth with such a plan—a broad, bold program that

ints the way to a modern, efficient, attractive city of the 
uture. 

Charting a course for physical progress for the next 25 
years—a course from which may stem social and economic 
gains—the master program envisages St. Louis as a city of 
900,000 residents in 1970, the nucleus of a metropolitan area 
of 1,600,000 people. Its residents live in the healthful environ- 
ment of 82 homogeneous neighborhoods, work in 17 industrial 
districts or in specifically defined business and commercial 
areas. Its ground traffic flows smoothly over an integrated 
web of wide, major streets and expressways. Public mass 
transportation is expeditious, convenient. Several strategically 
located airfields accommodate private and commercial planes. 

Adequate parking facilities border the uncongested down- 
town business district, which is surrounded by a separated 
grade thoroughfare for bypass traffic. Multi-storied, ultra- 
modern apartment buildings, with vast underground garages, 
loom on the fringe of the downtown area. Gone are the 
crowded, decayed slums and unsightly blighted districts. 

Homes and multiple dwelling units are, by law, clean, 
airy, warm, well lighted. Each neighborhood is an orderly, 
almost self-contained community. With ample open space, 
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it is neatly landscaped, has a small, concentrated shopping 
area, school, park or playground. A new street pattern 
serves the residential blocks; through traffic uses major streets 
outside the neighborhood. 

The accompanying map delineates the broad aspects 
of the master plan: Proposed zoning, major street system, 
present and proposed parks, recreation areas and schools, 

ublic transit routes, proposed airports, blighted districts to 
rehabilitated, obsolete areas marked for reconstruction, 
division of neighborhood and industrial districts. 

With the city of St. Louis confined within the rigid bound- 
cries established in 1874, the way land is used and the 
amount required for future growth and development become 
dominant elements in the plan. The problem is resolving 
present conflicts in land-use and preventing such conflicts 
in the future by defining the use to which land will be put. 

The entire master plan is predicated on population 
density, the goal being a reduction of areas of high density 
and a gradual population increase in large areas having 
low densities. The purpose is to counteract the current trend 
to the suburbs by providing an atmosphere for living that 
will compete favorably with them. The Commission proposes

It Charts 25-Year Course for Physical Development of St. Louis 
—Opens Way for Social, Economic Progress by New 
Housing Policy, Redistribution of Population 
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to accomplish this by re-zoning the entire city, providing ade- 
quately for each type of land-use and correcting disparities 
between present land-use and present zoning. 

Obsolete and blighted districts embrace half the city’s 
area. The plan visualizes complete transformation of the city 
by a new housing policy, which the Commission terms a 
social and economic necessity. Slums must be cleared and 
reconstructed and blighted areas extensively rehabilitated 
with the neighborhood the basic unit. 

In the words of the Commission, the master plan “is 
neither a dream of theorists nor a series of pretty but visionary 
and impractical pictures.” The Commission feels it is a care- 
fully prepared program, based on sound engineering prin- 
ciples, that is capable. of achievement. To give it official 
status and full legal support, Mayor Kaufmann had intro- 
duced in the Board of Aldermen an ordinance empowering 
the Commission to effectuate the plan. The ordinance would 
make mandatory reference to the plan in every proposed 
action affecting the fundamental character of the city. This 
would include both public and private building.
